‘I Still Think It’s Best Ship’ 


VANCOUVER iCP» I 
still think it’s the best ship in 
the world,” Martha Auten of 
New York City said Saturday 
when she arrived on shore in 
her nightgown and slippers 
after being rescued from the 
fire-stricken Norwegian cruise 
ship Meteor. 

Miss Auten came through 
the Panama Canal on the 
Meteor after boarding in San 
Juan. Puerto Rico. The ship 
was hit by an explosion and 
fire about 3:10 a.m. as it 
headed for Vancouver after 
visiting Alaskan ports. 

"Nobody panicked this 
morning at all." said Miss

Auten. “They just knocked on 
our doors and said to come 
out as was.” 

Her first effort on shore-, 
she said, w-ould be to gel 
some clothing, and then she 
would fly home to New York. 

She and 65 other passengers 
arrived in Vancouver aboard 
the Alaska ferry Malaspina 
about an hour after they had 
been scheduled to dock on the 
Meteor al the end of the 


ship’s first Vancouver-Alaska 
cruise of the summer. 

"I'd still go on it again.” 
said Miss Auten. ‘‘But 1 doubt 
if she (the Meteor) will.” 

She also had praise for the 
crew of the Malaspina which 
picked up the passengers and 
four of the crew of the 
Meteor from lifeboats and 
brought them to Vancouver.

High Toll Feared 
In Turkish Quake 


ISTANBUL (A P ■ A 

severe earthquake struck 
Turkey Saturday night and 
officials feared hundreds were 
dead and as many as 2.000 
injured in the eastern prov¬ 
ince of Bingol. 

The governor of neighboring 
' Elazig province said a stream 
of injured persons arriving 
from the disaster area 
reported most major build¬ 
ings in the city of Bingol were 
m ruins, including the prison 
and hospital. 

He said the city of 17.000 
was plunged into darkness 
when its powerhouse collap¬ 
sed. 

Officials said Saturdays 
quake was "much worse” 
than the on# that took 57 lives 
May 12 in southwestern Tur¬ 
key. They said a mobile 
hospital and 10 doctors were 
■ent from Elazig to the 


disaster area and 1.500 tents 
were rushed in from nearbv 
Era# rum. 

Resident rushed into the 
streets as the quake rocked a 
wide area at .6:45 p.m local 
time

reported the centre of the

The Victoria subdivision of the 
RCMP disclosed the number of dead 
and missing Saturday night, but de¬ 
clined to specify whether any of the 
32 were passengers. It had earlier 
been reported that all the passengers 
had been safely rescued, most of 
them by tjje Alaska Slate ferry 
Malaspina. 

'’Complications’ 

An RCMP spokesman said the fire 
was “under active investigation,” but 
because of international complications 
he could not release further informa¬ 
tion. 

He understood that at 11 p.m. the 
fire was still burning aboard the 300- 
foot. 2.856-ton vessel, but it was 
under control and il did not seem 
likely the Meteor would sink. 

The salvage tug Sudbury II had 
been able to bring the fire tinder eon- 
trol by using two loads of foam ex¬ 
tinguisher. he said. 


Reports Vary 

The final disclosure of the toll 
concluded a period of about 20 hours 
in which conflicting and contradictory 
reports about the seriousness of the 
fire had been received. 

Trouble began about 3:10 a.m. 
Saturday when two explosions rock¬ 
ed the forward portion of the Meteor 
and a flash fire raced through the 
crew's quarters.

Needn t Be Cancer

Dear Dr. Thosteson: I 
recently had a Pap test and 
the result said, "Abnormali¬ 
ties present." I am to have 
another test taken. What can 
this mean except the possi¬ 
bility of cancer? — Mr*. R.8. 

Varous things, from a tem¬ 
porary hormone imbalance to 
some Infection, can cause 
abnormalities in the cells that 
are examined in a Pap test. 
It doesn’t necessarily mean 
cancer. 

But still, abnormalities also 
may be detected before they 
have gone so far as to 
become cancerous. The main 
reason for the Pap test is to 
detect cancer early. 

So go back for your next 
lest. You may find things 
returning to normal. If ab¬ 
normalities arp still present, 
it may be wise to continue 
frequent tests until the true 
stale of affairs becomes defi¬ 


nite. Contraceptive pills can 
produce "abnormal" cells but 
not cancerous one.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: Please 
tell me if four highballs, an 
ounce and a half of bourbon 
each and water, is too much 
for a mild diabetic in his 50s 
to drink each evening? 

He never drinks anything 
else, Is not on medication for 
the diabetes, only diet, and 
tries to cut down on every¬ 
thing and eliminates sweets 
altogether. 

His blood pressure recently 
has been high, but the doctor 
will not prescribe anything to 
lower it, and says it will go 
down if he can lose some 
weight. He is about 30 pounds 
overweight. — Mr*. J.M. 

Six ounces of whisky every 
night? Yes. it’s too much. It 
also is helping to build up 
those 30 excess pounds which

Saanich pilot Roy Parrott 
flew over the stricken vessel

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Unconvincing 

•T'HE WORLD COUNCIL of Churches’ decision 
A last year to back terrorist organizations in 
Southern Africa offended — with good reason — 
many members in its fellowship of some 235 
Protestant, Anglican, Orthodox and Old Catholic 
churches established in 90 countries and territories’ 
throughout the world. 

Many more will find its 1971 program of open 
support of American army deserters and draft- 
dodgers equally offensive. The details of this policy 
were outlined by a WCC spokesman in Geneva 
toward the end of 1970. 

The Council, he said, was appealing for 
donations of almost a quarter of a million dollars 
to finance a three year program for effective help 
to draft-age “immigrants” from the United States 
in Canada. Numbers involved, he said, were 
estimated at between 60,000 and 100,000 "with 
hundreds more arriving each week.” 

Originally, he explained, most of the "immi¬ 
grants” had wanted to avoid the U.S. draft, “but 
today about 60 per cent of them ate deserters from 
the American armed forces — mostly young 
people trying to escape the Vietnam war." 

According to the spokesman, the fund would 
he used for pastoral aid, which included wages to 
counsellors, tenting of office spate, the meeting of 
legal, travel and other costs involved in "immigra¬ 
tion" and direct assistance to “immigrants." 

In support of the program the quarterly 
publication of the WCC youth department "Risk" 


Arguments 

prepared an article entitled “Just Men Desert." 
The journal's editor, Rex GmHL said that his 
ultimate desire was the “total desertion by the 
military." He also admitted that few of the 
deserters in Canada had high moral principles, and 
that many were confused about their motive* for 
deserting but were bring treated by WCC “Hfce any 
other kind of refugee." 

"The Vietnam war," he said, "has caused this 
situation. All we are trying to do is help soften the 
blow for them. Many of their parents are unwilling 
to help them in their plight." 

In an obvious attempt to' placate the c r it i ci sm 
that will inevitably come over this latest move, the 
WCC has attempted to justify its action with this 
statement: “It must be dearly understood that 
none of the funds granted are intended to be used 
to induce desertion or evasion on the part of United 
States citizens of draft age." 

Humanitarian grounds and maximum need, it 
maintains, are the primary criteria to determine 
who receives help. The editor of "Risk" also denies 
that the article “Just Men Desert" is in any way an 
inducement to desertion. 

The World Council of Churches" argument here 
is about as convincing as its earlier assurance that 
funds granted to terrorist organizations in Africa 
will not promote terrorism. The WCC seems not 
only to have turned its hack on Christian principles 
but to reason as well. 


Pollution Knows No Boundary 


T he suggestion by Ralph nader, the 

persevering advocate of consumers’ rights, 
that Canada challenge the United States before the 
World Court on the issue of the pollution that spills 
into this country, will find some public approval. 
But except for the fixing of responsibility in the 
matter and establishing a possible basis for 
compensation claims, action of this kind would do 
nothing to insure against repetition or contamina¬ 
tion elsewhere—as in the Juan de Fuca Strait or 
Guif of Georgia, for example. 

The priority should he given to an effort to 
establish international agreements and controls 
over the whole of the pollution problem whether in 
the air, inland waters or the oceans themselves. 

In the meantime, the best scientific knowledge 
should be mobilized, in Canada as elsewhere, to 
determine the best means of counteracting 
contamination however it occurs, through indiscre¬ 
tion, irresponsibility or accident. 

Oil companies have spent millions to devise 
some satisfactory means of controlling leakages 
from underwater drilling operations and as far as 
the public knows with very limited success. But 
experiments continue. 

On a somewhat lesser scale, the Pembina Area 
Pollution Control Co-operative Committee in 
Alberta has just completed tests for the handling 
of oil spills in that important producing field— 
2.100 square miles dotted by 3,500 oil wells and 
patterned by pipelines. Officials called their efforts 
“more than satisfying” but they can hardly claim 
they were conclusive. Foe one thing, before they 
ponced a dribble of oil into the North Saskatche¬ 
wan River all the control equipment had been set 
up — a situation which can hardly be expected 
where accidental spills occur. 


The point is, no one should be lulled into a 
feeling of security by even the most elaborate tests. 
For in themselves they prove nothing, only had. 
step by step, towards the ultimate solution. And 
for this, of course, they are indispensable. 

Main control element in the Pembina investi¬ 
gation comprised a sort of boom made of chicken 
wire and straw, which somehow doesn't impress as 
being the answer to possible massive oil spills along 
Ihe Alaska sea route. Besides, the equipment only 
had to contend with a spill of a barrel and a half a 
minute, not tons in seconds. 

It is too soon to get excited about any broad 
agreement between Ottawa and Washington, 
although External Affairs Minister Sharp is going 
to meet State Secretary William Rogers on 
pollution issues early in June. Indeed, there is no 
prospect of any agreement Whatsoever, and 
certainly no evidence of early understanding. The 
prospect is for plenty of talk and very little 
constructive action. 

But a start has been made in Canada to 
present one reasonable proposition to reduce the oil 
pollution risk along the sea lanes. Legislation is in 
preparation to limit the size of tankers in Canadian 
waters, with restrictions varying according to 
season. It’s a sound idea. 

What with Internationa) conferences, domestic 
legislation and the experimentation in Ihe private 
sector, it can be claimed there is progress, however 
slow'. Only if it stops, perhaps, should Canada lake 
another look at Mr. Nader’s proposal which might 
very well generate some response. At this stage, 
action through the World Court would be more 
likely to hamper than encourage a pollution pact 
on this continent.

The deliberate ambiguity of 
the new Soviet-Amcrican 
accord on possible agreement 
to limit nuclear weapons has 
left observers to accept pretty 
much o n faith President 
Nixon’s assertion that it is a 
"major step” forward. 

In an atmosphere of sus¬ 
pense and expectation. Nixon 
hastily commandeered United 
States-wide television and 
radio time for his brief 
announcemCTit. Initial con¬ 
gressional reaction was gen¬ 
erally enthusiastic. 


But in Moscow a simulta¬ 
neous announcement went vir¬ 
tually unnoticed- 

And after a day studying 
the c arefully constructed 
statement, some observers 
were at a loss to explain the 
actual scope and shape of the 
accord. 

Tart-tongued William Ful- 
bright as chairman of the 
Senate foreign relations com¬ 
mittee one of the few persons 
briefed in advance by the 
president — said of all the 
hullabaloo: 

"There must lx? something 
more to it than I can grasp." 


His conclusion, seemingly 
picked up by more* and more 
observers as administration 
spokesmen sought to clarify 
the accord’s significance, was 
that no "substantive agree¬ 
ment was near." 

And fence Secretary 
Melvin Laird was quick to 
emphasize that even with the 
promise of some future U.S.- 
Soviet agreement the U.S. 
could not afford to lower its 
guard during negotiations. 

He thus supported the pre¬ 
diction of other Pentagon 
officials that there will be no 
slowdown of the U.S. Safe¬ 
guard offensive system 
already underway landing 
solid developments in the 
strategic arms limitation 
talks to start again in Hel¬ 
sinki in June. 


Even the Washigton Even¬ 
ing Star, in a highly enthusi¬ 
astic editorial, hedged a bit in 
remarking that "any sense or 
relief is based solely on 
circumstantial evidence" 
that is, "the reaction of those 
who are presumed to be in a 
position to know what has 
happened.’’ 

Still, Nixom would not be 
put down. Speaking 24 hours 
after his announcement, he 
voiced hope for an agreement 
"sometime this year" to curb 
offensive and defensive 
nuclear wea|»ons, although he 
conceded "some very inten¬ 
sive negotiations will have to 
take place to achieve our 
goal." 

* * * 

Despite an air of befuddle- 
ment, if not outright skepti¬ 
cism in some quarters, there 
was a general inclination to 
accept Nixon’s assessment of 
the significance of the docu¬ 
ment. , . 

If nothing else, U.S. and 
Soviet leaders "at the highest 
level" — Nixon’s words — 
had agreed to agree — if 
possible. 

★ ★ ★ 

For Nixon, such an arms- 
limitation agreement, coupled 
with the gradual U.S. with¬ 
drawal from Vietnam and a 
new. freer relationship with 
Peking, could not help but 
promote his image as a 
peacemaker in advance of the 
1972 presidential elections.

The Iron Curtain

Pope Paul VI will travel behind the Iron Cur¬ 
tain this summer, say informed diplomatic sources 
hei*\ He is expected to fly to Warsaw at the end of 
August and follow up his Polish visit with a stop-off 
in Belgrade and possibly Zagreb. 

The papal journey will be 
the first by a pontiff to 
communist controlled coun- 
tries. 

Two high-ranking Polish 
prelates, Archbishop Boleslaw 
Komi nek and Karol Cardinal 
VVojtyla, visited the Vatican 
in March and are understood 
to have set the ball rolling for 
the Pope's Polish visit. 

Talks between the two pre- 
lates and Pope Paul were 
followed up by the first 
postwar Vatican-Poland talks 
at the beginning of May. 

The Warsaw regime’s dele¬ 
gation to the Holy See for 
negotiations with the Vati¬ 
can’s "foreign minister;" 

Archbishop Agostino Casaroli, 
was headed by religious 
affairs director Alexander 
Skarznvnski. 

A papal trip to Poland 
would help the new regime of 
Edward Gierek in Warsaw to 
come to terms with the 
country’s Roman Catholic 
leaders. An estimated 90 per¬ 
cent of Poland’s 32 , ^» million 
inhabitants are Catholic.

Returning Visit 


In Yugoslavia the Pope 
would be returning the first 
official communist head-of- 
state visit to the Vatican 
made by President Tito ear¬ 
lier this year where he put 
the seal of reconciliation on 
Vatican-Yugoslav relations. 

Relations were patched up 
in 1966, and restored to full 
diplomatic level last year. 

The Vatican has also 
started negotiations with 
Czechoslovakia this year in 
Prague. The talks began in 
the Vatican last October. 

Earlier negotiations with 
Prague were broken off after 
the downfall of Alexander 
Dubchek in April. 1969. 

The Vatican for some time 
has given priority rating to 
relations with communist 
countries. In February, the 
Pope sent Archbishop Casaroli 
to Moscow. Ostensibly, the 
Holy See’s secretary of the 
council for public affairs flew 
to Russia to deliver the 


Vatican’s agreement to the 
nuclear nonproliferation 
treaty. 

The Holy See is not. how¬ 
ever, likely to become an 
atomic power and as no 
signature was necessary and 
the document could have been 
handed over by Vatican en¬ 
voys posted in Washington or 
London, the real mission of 
Archbishop Casaroli is be¬ 
lieved to have been to sound 
out the Russians on a papal 
visit. 

This was not accepted by 
the Kremlin. Neither did the 
Pope's envoy return to Rome 
with any concessions for the 
Soviet Union’s estimated 3V4 
million Catholics living in 
Lithuania. Byelorussia and 
the Ukraine. 

Dealings between the Vati¬ 
can and eastern Europe have 
been one-sided so farAvith tlx* 
advantages gain ’bv the 
Soviets. V, 




In Their Interests 


Of course, the Russians had 
every reason to be polite to 
Arc hbishop Casaroli, the 
Pope's expert on communist 
affairs. The Kremlin follows 
very closely the left-wing 
international policy of Pope 
Paul, who recently held 
secret talks with Viet Cong 
Foreign Minister Madame 
Binh. 

Moscow knows that the 
Pope is making sure his view 
on world issues is widely 
heard. And Vatican telecasta, 
soon to be beamed globewise 
by satellite, will act as a 
booster for papal statements 
on world affairs. 

This is one of the reasons 
that the Kremlin sanctions 


current negotiations between 
the Vatican and East Europe. 

Its propaganda department 
loses no opimrtunily to make 
it seem that the Pope is 
coming out in favor of 
communist administration. 

The editor of the Vatican 
weekly L’Osservatore Della 
Domenica, Federico Alessan- 
drini, recently insisted in an 
editorial that contacts with 
Moscow did not mean that the 
papacy was favoring commun¬ 
ism in the free countries, 
Italy included. 

While the Italian communist 
press devoted much space to 
the Vatican-Moscow talks in 
February, other papers in 
Italy voiced fears that the 
new "dialogue" could help 
communism. 
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strate the inflexibility of the 
government on the issue. 

But, as it happened, Prime 
Minister Trudeau chose to get 
married on the same day and 
Barrett’s ejection and tem¬ 
porary exile from the cham¬ 
ber received much less pub¬ 
licity than it would otherwise 
have got. By election time 
most people will have for¬ 
gotten it ever happened. 

But that is beside the point, 
really, because if Barrett has 
this ability to sense a popular 
cause and quickly capitalize 
on it then he is going to do so 
again, and again. One of those 
times could be enough to 
propel him into power. 

★ ★ ★ 

While he waits his chance, 
Barrett has adopted a stance 
in sharp contrast to the up- 
and-at-'em tactics of former 
NDP leader Robert Strachan. 
Instead of attacking the gov¬ 
ernment fiercely at every 
opportunity, Barrett prefers 
to damn with faint praise. 

He's lavish — and apparent¬ 
ly quite sincere in his 
admiration of Premier Ben¬ 
nett and talks of the govern¬ 
ment's mistakes with the 
slightly condescending under¬ 
standing of a trained social 
worker. 

This apparent softness, this 
willingness to suggest but 
allow the public to make up 
its own mind on major issues, 
has been construed in some 
sections of the party as 
weakness on Barrett's part. 

That’s w h y. the Waffle 
group, bidding for more influ¬ 
ence and power for itself 
while giving the NDP a more 
socialist orientation, is chal¬ 
lenging Barrett’s leadership 
at the party’s convention in 
Vancouver next weekend. 

Even more unhappy with 
B a rrett’s performance as 
leader are the pro-B.C. Fed¬ 
eration of Labor forces in the 
party. They want to make it a 
"labor party" and don’t care 
if they achieve this goal over 
Barrett’s prostrate form. 

At the moment, however, 
there is no sign they will also 
challenge the leadership but 
their influence will certainly 
be felt at the convention. 

★ * ★ 

Barrett's job seems quite 
secure at this convention. The 
majority of rank-and-file 
members support the caucus 
stand that the NDP must 
fight for all B.C. workers, the 
unorganized as well as the 
organized. 

Judging by the surprisingly 
strong Waffle showing at the 
recent national NDP conven¬ 
tion, however, it can be 
assumed there will be a more 
militant flavor to the policy 
resolutions which come out of 
the the three days of meet¬ 
ings in Vancouver. 

Barrett himself has had 
little to say about the Waffle 
challenge. But he gives every 
indication that he not only is 
unworried but actually wel¬ 
comes it. 

It has been pointed out by 
other observers that Barrett, 
above all, has been lucky 
throughout his political career 
right from the time when he 
was fired as a social worker 
by the provincial government 
for political activities just 
before he first ran for elec¬ 
tion. 

So the argument goes, 
Barrett was "lucky" to lose 
by the narrowest of margins 
to Tom Berger in the race for 
party leadership in 1969 be¬ 
cause Berger lost that elec¬ 
tion. both personally and for 
the party. 

4r 4r 4c 

Berger, who incidentally 
had labor’s backing, resigned 
and Barrett took over, but the 
B.C. Federation of Labor 
Forces didn’t forget and 
forgive. 

Their clumsy attempts, 
however, to control the party 
only strengthened Barrett’s 
hand. 

Now the Waffle — which 
divided sharply (21 to 17) 
over the leadership challenge 
issue — seems to be again 
playing the same old game. 
And Barrett looks as if he is 
going to continue stumbling 
V* from one defeat to another, 
always coming out on top. 

After a year in the job. 
Barrett has succeeded in 
significantly changing the 
style of the NDP. If his luck 
holds he may even produce a 
style of his own to replace 
what has gone. 

His chief drawback remains 
an apparently insatiable de¬ 
sire to be liked, rather than 
respected and trusted. 

And the fact that at the 
polls he is likely to have to 
match his good luck with 
Premier Bennett who over 
the past 19 years has proved 
he had that market cornered.

Rod Wells, proprietor of 
West Bay Marina ->said the 
sewage had been emptying 
into the bay through various 
storm drains since work on 
ihe sewer l^pltthstarted in the 
fall. 

"Twice now it has come 
over here," he said. 

"The first time the sewage 
backed up into the washrooms 
at the marina, and made an 
awful mess. 

"This time they were pump¬ 
ing sewage into surface run¬ 
off drains right onto the mod 
by the marina and into the 
boat basin,” he said. 

"It was just pure sewage ” 

He said that across the bay 
there is another o|M*n drain 
onto the beach near tlie 
Princess Patricia apartments, 
and sewage has been flowing 
from that drain as well.

REGINA (CP) A totally 
new view of Louis Riel 
appears in the unpublished 
diaries of the ' Metis leader. 
Dr Bryan Dobbs said Friday. 

The diaries show him to be 
one of the major figures in 
the intellectual history of 
Canada and one of the great 
literary stylists of the Vic¬ 
torian era. the professor at 
the University of Saskatche¬ 
wan said in a prepared 
statement. He owns publi¬ 
cation rights to the diaries. 

His statement was released 
at a news conference where 
Premier Ross Thatcher an¬ 


nounced that the government 
will help to publish the diaries 
through a grant from the 
Saskatchewan Art Board. 

Dobbs said the diaries 
constitute the birth certificate 
of the province and the 
Northwest Territories and the 
death warrant of the Metis 
nation. 

James Sinclair, president of 
the Metis Society of Sas¬ 
katchewan, who was chosen 
to write a foreward to the 
diaries, said their publication 
will help vindicate Riel's 
name, which will live on 
forever among the Metis.

Discoveries Needed Badly 


Oil Reserves Depleting 


By HARRY YOUNG 
Business Editor 

The oil industry in Canada 
has been deeply worried for 
some time that exploration 
has failed to uncover any 
large new crude oil reserves, 
and some new discoveries of 
note are badly needed to 
restore confidence. 

It was because of this that 
a find reported vaguely by 
Imperial Oil from its most 
recent drilling near Tukto- 
yaktuk in the Mackenzie 
Delta created much more 
enthusiasm than it probably 
merited as a commercial 
triumph. 

While the finds of natural 
gas are continuing at a 
reasonable clip and are con¬ 
tinually adding to the 
reserves — 1,425 billion cubic ' 
feet added in 1970 — the 
production of oil is now 
depleting the reserves for the 
first time since Leduc was 
discovered in 1947. 

Liquid hydro c arhon 
reserves fell by 77 million 
barrels as a result of 1970 
o|>erations. 

Although the crude reserves- 
to production ratio is still at a 
comfortable 19*4 years (com¬ 
pared with 11V4 years in the 
U.S.), the initial drop In 
reserves since 1947 pinpoints 
the need for new oil discover¬ 
ies if Canadian producers are 
to keep pace with the rapidly 
expanding demand in l»oth 
domestic and U.S. markets. 

Although the Canadian oil 
Industry’ is planning to spend 
5460 million on search for new 
oilfields in 1971, much of it 
offshore and in the far north, 
there is the suspicion that the 
effort might have been

Discussing the serious 
implications of the monetary 
crisis the Review saysthat 
the devaluation of the U.S.

float. 

The present method of 
retaining the U.S. dollar at its 
jwir value and more or less 
forcing stronger currencies to 
upvalue has many difficulties 
mainly because those count¬ 
ries opting ^tit of a revalua¬ 
tion are left in a preferred 
position so far as interna¬ 
tional trading is concerned 
with those who have done so. 

The Review points out that 
last September the Interna¬ 
tional Monetary Fund dealing 
with Canada's "naughtiness" 
in allowing its dollar to float 
had then been condoned, but 
only as a terhporary measure. 

Since Canada is showing no 
inclination to repeg — partic¬ 
ularly in the present uncer- 
atln state of the money 
market — it must be clear 
that the Canadian float is 
becoming a great deal deeper 
than a temporary measure. 

There is thus no reason to 
assume that other countries 
which have in the past few 
weeks gone on the float 
Belgium, Austria and The 


Netherlands, as well as West 
Germany — will lie any more 
inclined than Canada to rrprg 
unless its suits their purpose 
to do so. 

If this is the case, and the 
IMF is not powerful enough 
to bring its wayward children 
hark into line, then the 
principle of the jiegged cur¬ 
rency may have to he aban¬ 
doned as a theoreticiiin’s 
dream that went wrong. 

On the other hand hankers, 
Including Arnold Hart, chair¬ 
man of the Bank of Montreal, 
told me during his recent visit 
to Victoria "It would Ik* a 
very bad thing to happen. 
Floating currencies merely 
encourage international 
speculation in currencies." 
‘The trouble is that nobody 
seems to have any bright 
ideas as to how the currency 
muddle should lie solved. If 
no new stabilizer is found it 
would seem to this writer at 
leTlst, that the obvious altern- 
alve is the old fashioned njK*n 
market in which the various 
currencies sort themselves 
out on the basis of supply and 
demand.

Deep Trust 

In the old days the Cana¬ 
dian hanks apparently placed 
deeper trust in their custom¬ 
ers than they do today. 

Duncan lawyer and real 
estate man Jim Whit tome one 
of the guests of the Bank of 
Montreal at its reception in 
Victoria this week told me his 
firm was |*erhaps the oldest 
customer of the Bank of 
Montreal in Duncan. 

In the old days the Bank of 
British North America (later 
to become part of the Bank of 
Montreal) pioneered hanking 
in the Duncan area where the 
firm of J. H. Whittome was 
already established in the real 
estate business. 

The Duncan branchy of the 
BBNA lacked a strong room, 
and as the Whittome offirp 
l*ossessed such a one, each 
night the banks securities and 
other valuables were moved 
over to Whittome's and locked 
in the depository there. 

Whittome told me that 
when many yesfs later the 
old Whittome offices were 
being demolished to make 
way for the new, one of the 
tough jobs was getting rid of 
the old strong room. It had 
been constructed of local 
stone and cemented so 
securely that ‘it took the 
contractor’s great hall and 
chain several hours to crack 
it apart. 

"They built well in those 
days" said Whittome, "Things 
were fnade to last." 

□ 

Loans Due 

Unless more of the debts 
owing to IOS Ltd. by its 


directors and senior officers 
is paid up. it doesn't look as if 
very much is going to be left 
for the common and prefer¬ 
red shareholders of the 
mutual fund management 
company.

Most of the smaller loans 
are in respect of the unpaid 
subscription price for prefer¬ 
red shares under the IOS 
Stock Option Plan for senior 
officers. 

Among the larger loans 
which have been paid are 
those by former chairman 
Bernard Corfietd and Edward 
Morton Cowett. Together they 
account for over 56 million. 

Management is seeking 
proxies for sup[H>rt of changes 
in she by-laws that would 
lower the quorum require¬ 
ments for board meetings. 

Kenneth L. Reaugrand. sec- 
rotary. says the accounts for 
1970 are not yet completed 
but will be mailed prior to the 
annual general meeting.

approve or disapprove).” 

Nixon and other govern¬ 
ment leaders joined 3,000 
other invited guests on the 
lawn in front of the blocklike 
marble structure. 

The documents housed in 
the library on the University 
of Texas campus here cover 
the 40 years of Johnson's 
public life. 

Some documents, however, 
are buried In a basement 
vault and may never be made 
available to researchers or 
Ihe public. They are classified 
as stale secrets. 

Nixon, accepting the library 
In the name of the American 
people, said Johnson put the 
nation above party. 

About 300 peace demonstra¬ 
tors were stopp'd several 
blocks away by officers, 
although they tried to out¬ 
flank the police at times. 

Johnson told the guests that 
the documents “picture a 
sweep of history lieginning 
with the Depression and end¬ 
ing with the most prosperous 
era we have ever known."

DUBLIN (AP) The "pill 
train" carrying women's lib 
militants roared back into 
Dublin Saturday night and a 
brief scuffle broke out when 
they hurled contraceptives 
across the customs barriers 
to hundreds of cheering 
women. 


The 4 militants ma^ a 
one-day shopping dash to 
Belfast to defy the Irish 
Republic's law banning birth 
control devices. Contracep¬ 
tives are legal in Northern 
Ireland. 

The scuffle broke out in 
Dublin’s packed Connolly Sta¬ 


tion when a woman tried to 
push through to (He platform. 
Police and statioin officials 
pushed her hack and the 
crowd muttered in anger. 

Chanting women’s lib slo¬ 
gans, the pill buyers marched 
to the station’s customs bar¬ 
riers. Officials questioned a 


few women, confiscated a few 
devices and then gave up the 
battle as the contraceptives 
began to fly. 

One woman dashed up to a 
CUStDiM officer, dramatically 
swallowed a birth control pill, 
and cried: "I have Just 
asserted my constitutional 


rights. What are you going to 
do about it?" 

The official did nothing. 

The women challenged a 
1935 law that bans birth 
control devices. Ireland is one 
of the few European countries 
that forbids them. 


When the Dublin militant 
reached Belfast they strode 
out of the station and scat¬ 
tered to drugstores nearby. 

"We didn't know what to 
buy.” one of them admitted 
later. "We didn’t have a 
clue,” said another.

• Information and advis¬ 
ory services available to 
migrants in the cities should 
be advertised on the reserves 
by Indians. 

• Indians in jail should be 
offered legal advice. 

Many refused legal advice 
because they were not sdre 
what It Involved. Because of 
confusion, many tended to 
make decisions, not in their 
own best Interest, but to end 
legal proceedings i n the 
shortest possible time. 

Among long-term recom¬ 
mendations was improvement 
of the Indians’ socio-economic 
position by economic develop¬ 
ment of the reserves. 

This oould be facilitated by 
linking industrial and agrl- 
cultural development on 
reserves with Indian-owned 
and Indian-run enterprises in 
the cities. 

For example, home indus¬ 
tries cmild be paired with 
finishing and retailing bus¬ 
inesses in urban centres. 

The links would provide 
continuity between rural and 
urban m 11 ieu for the 
migrants. 

They would facilitate back- 
and-forth migration without 
displacement from employ¬ 
ment. 

The report says reserve 
schools should offer a better 
educational environment and 
quality of teaching. Teachers 
in these schools lacked knowl¬ 
edge of a the local language 
and awareness of problems 
confronting Indiana. 

Any move to encourage 
Indians to sell reserve lands 
should lie discouraged. 

The report also suggested 
further research, including a 
study of Indian people who 
have merged into mainstream 
life; and attitudes which 
Indians o n reserve have 
towards the urban milieu.

Would Fill Dreamer's Need 

Government 
Lottery 
For Arts? 


By BILL THOMAS 

Ask any Canadian what he would like as an art 
object and I’ll wager it’s the Queen’s portrait on a 
dollar bill or if possible one of higher denomination. 
The same is true of art 


organizations. They are in 
desperate need of fund* to 
carry on their work of 
bringing cultural events to 
Canada and in developing 
Canadian talent. 

Why n«rt bring both groups 
together and satisfy both 
needs at the same time? The 
answer could be in a provin¬ 
cial lottery similar to the one 
run in Ontario. The eastern 
province has in fact more 
than one. There is a large 
lottery with top prizes of 
$250,000 which aids a host of 
organizations from the Strat¬ 
ford Festival to opera and 
ballet and an an gallery 
lottery with prizes totalling 
$ti0,000. 

Right at this moment there 
are thousands of Canadians 
with stubs in their wnllets 
from Irish sweepstake tickets. 


They are unlawful but uni¬ 
versally expected. It’* almost 
a parlor game speculating on 
what a person might do if he 
won the Irish. 

As a reporter I sat in court 
and watched a man fined $10 
for selling tickets while at the 
conclusion of the hearing 
the judge .said “I have every 
sympathy for you. I hapj>on to 
be fond of a bit of a flutter 
myself.” 

Anytime I make a sugges¬ 
tion I get calls saying "Be 
constructive.” So here goes. 
The provincial government 
cultural fund could run a 
province-wide lottery to boost 
the capital in the fund thus 
making more money available 
for distribution on a province¬ 
wide basis. This would be a 
totally fair way of handling 
the receipts. 


Culture Would Grow 


An agency such as the 
cultural fund would l>e abpve 
reproach so far as handling 
ticket sales is concerned and 
it is a branch of government. 
As the fund grew so disburse¬ 
ments could be enlarged. 

The experience on Van¬ 
couver Island shows areas 
outside the metropolitan 
centres want to hear music 
and see theatre. Such a fund 
could subsidize this need. 

Ireland uses its lottery 
profits for hospitals while 
Australia built the Sydney 
opera house through lottery 
funds. It is a basic human 
characteristic to gamble. 

Kven folk who don't know a 
dray horse from h Derby 
winner like to take h chance 
once or twice a year. lot¬ 
teries can in no WHy he 
equated with compulsive 
gambling with its evil side 
effects. There is no possibility 
of criminal involvement in an 
official provincial lottery.

Such a plan could bring 
nothing but benefit. It fills the 
need of the dreamer who 
want* a big prize, it'aids the 
cultural groups without drain¬ 
ing general revenue and It 
builds capital for future de¬ 
velopment of the ait*.

Ihe CBS 
network affiliate here, some- 
Ik»w managed to get hold of 
about three minutes of foot¬ 
age that the censors had 
sliced from the original ver¬ 
sion before it was released. 
They ran the whole, uncut, 
unexpurgated King Kong 
believed to be the first 
entirety. 

Remember King Kong of 
late-late-late show fame? 
That big, dumb beast who 
wrenched the hearts of ani¬ 
mal lovers everywhere. He 
wasn’t really to blame for the 
death and destruction he 
caused. He never really — 
deep down — wanted to hurt 
anybody. He couldn’t help 
what happened. He was an 
unfortunate victim of circum¬ 
stance. taken from his natural 
environment and fighting 
back the only way he knew 
how. And he was in love. 
Lave can do nutty things to 
an ape. 

Real Meany 

Finally, remember that 
undefinable saness you felt 
when the airplanes shot him 
and he toppled from the 
Empire State Building to his 
end? 

That's all changed now. The 
real Kong, hidden for so 
many years, is not a sympa¬ 
thetic creature at all. He Is 
vicious, mean and violent, 
and it only takes a couple of 
Ihe new shots to prove It. 

Like the following: 

• Two enormous, full-face 
Hoseupa of Kong, in which he 
is slowly and deliberately 
crunching people within his 
dripping jaws. King Kong eats 
them. 

• Several other shots — 
two or three - in which he is 
slowly and deliberately mash¬ 
ing men under his giant, 
hairy foot. 

• And in still another 
scene, perhaps the most sad¬ 
istic of all, right after Kong 
breaks his chains and ©scapes 
into New York City, he climbs 
up a msny-storey building 
looking for Fay Wray. 

Drop» Girl 

A young girt from within 
one of the apartments sees 
his face through the window 
and screams. He’s confused 
for a second thinking, it’s 
Miss Wray l Fay Wray 
screams a lot during this 
film), reaches Into the apart¬ 
ment and plucks the girl out.

Beatle’s 

Disc 

Cleared 


LONDON (AP) — Beatle 
Paul McCartney and his 
American wife, Linda East¬ 
man, overcame legal snags 
and released Friday a long- 
play recording, Ram, that is 
a guaranteed hit. 

Before it even reached the 
record shops, it was assured 
of shooting to the top of the 
British album charts. Ad¬ 
vance sales totalled more 
than 100,000 copies. 

The legal snags McCartney 
and his wife overcame arose 
from their previous recording 
activities in the wake of the 
breakup of the Beatles. 

Northern Songs, the British 
company that claims exclu¬ 
sive rights to Paul's songs, 
and McLen Music of New 
York, which claims American 
rights, are suing him for 
$2,049,000 for alleged breach 
of contract. 

Tony Barrow, London 
spokesman lor Paul, said 
Northern Songs "saw no point 
in holding up the new album 
and agreed that whom the 
royalties should go to could 
he decided later.” A Northern 
Songs official confirmed this. 

The copyright notation on 
the record label credits copy¬ 
right to Northern Songs, then 
adds: 

"Copyright also claimed by 
MoCartney Music Inc.”

Paul Scheske thinks he built 
his fence just in time. 

Scheske. 40, of 955 Furlier. 
Langford, completed a cable 
fence Saturday morning 
acrosss tl»e top of Little 
Niagara Falls in Goldstreum 
Park 

He voluntarily began tlie 
task Thursday night with 
equipment and materials pro¬ 
vided by the p.C. Pftrks 
branch, and successfully com¬ 


pleted the job before the 
Victoria Day weekend rush. 

He said there was reason 
for urgency. He had watched 
a friend, Herbert Otto 
Hohaus, 32, of West Germany, 
plunge over the 170-foot cliff 
last June 8. Frank Premia. 
28. of Montreal, also fell to 
his death in the same area 
April 20. 

Scheske said two unidenti¬ 
fied teenage boys approached 


the precipice while he was 
completing the fence -Satur¬ 
day morning. 

“They were climbing 
around the area where Mr. 
Pretula fell over. A step or 
two more for another look 
might have lieen a look too 
many. 

"I yelled at them to' get 
away from there. They didn’t 
seem to appreciate it. hut 
they went away. 


“Some jieople get dizzy 
from heights and might fall 
down. I would like to caution 
people to stay on the main 
trails and don't go anywhere 
else in the area." Scheske 
said 

The fence built by Scheske 
across the top of the falls 
consists of strong wire mesh 
attached to two cables tightly 
stretched across The cables 


are secured to rocks on each 
side of the narrow’ canyon by 
eyebolt drift pins anchored in 
holes drilled into the rocks. 

Scheske warned that sight¬ 
seers should avoid the em¬ 
bankment west of the falls. 
He said the B.C. parks branch 
has agreed to erect a guard¬ 
rail along the edge of the 
drop-off “soon" because of 
danger to people climbing 
around the area.

Ants Innocent 


RED ANTS (F.W., Saanlchtoni 

I don't think Shasta daisies are 
cs|>ecially attractive to red ants, and I 
suspect the plant in your garden must 
have had something wrong with it to 
become so heavily infested with red 
ants last year. You probably did the 
right thing in digging it up and burning 
it. 

I don’t know very much about these 
interesting insects, but I have always 
been under the impression that our 
native ants do NOT attack or eat 
living plants. I believe they feed 
mostly on dead or dying plant tissue, 
fungus growths, dead grubs and small 
insects, and the sweet exudate from 
aphids and scale insects. I think the 
ants moved in on your Shasta daisy 
AFTER it had become diseased. 

Every spring I get letters from 
readers rejwrting that tulip bulbs which 
didn’t come up were found to be 
swarming with anLs. The same thing 
applies here — nature's corps of 
scavengers was carrying away the 
rotting tissues of bulbs which had died 
of some other cause. 

TALI. PLANTS FOR SHADE (A.S., 
Duncan ) 

For the hack row of your shaded 


perennial border. I don’t think 1 can 
suggest anything better than foxgloves. 
Some of the newer varieties are very 
beautiful, particularly the Excelsior 
hybrids, which bear their florets all 
around the stem rather than facing all 
one way, as the older kinds did. There 
Is a gloxinia-flowered foxglove, too, 
which bears larger florets than ordinary 
kinds. Foxgloves remain in bloom 
pretty well throughout June and July. 

You’ll have to take pot luck as to 
what colors you get from a packet of 
seeds, as they don’t come true as to 
color. Seed-grown foxgloves should l>e 
reasonably uniform as to height, 
though, averaging around 4 Vt feet. 

These plants are biennials, blooming 
in their second year from seed and 
dying thereafter. However, they seed 
themselves quite freely, and with any 
luck you should have plenty of self-sown 
seedlings coming up in the bed to 
replace the older plants as they finish. 

LAUREL PRUNING (W.G., Esquimalt) 

I think it is best to prune a laurel 
hedge twice a year, in May and again in 
Seutembpr. so that really drastic 
cutting hack never becomes necessary. 


Never use the hedging shears on 
laurel, as slap-dash trimming like this 
would cut a lot of the leathery leaves in 
half, and these would die and turn 
brown, affecting the appearance of the 
hedge. Instead, use secateurs and prune 
rather than shear the hedge. 

CUVIA CULTURE (L.B.. Victoria) 

The Clivia is a very attractive 
houseplant, named in honor of a 
Duchess of Northumberland whose 
maiden name wag Clive. The plant is as 
easy t > grow as Grade Fields’ famous 
Aspidistra, with thick, fleshy roots 
which store quite a substantial reserve 
of moisture, so there is no great harm 
done if you become forgetful and do 
your watering in a hit-or-miss fashion. 

The plant has attractive arching 
green leaves with a glorious shine to 
them if you wi|>e them occasionally with 
a little glycerine — never use milk or 
oil on leaves. The flowers are like a 
close duster of lily blooms, scarlet 
with a yellowish throat, blooming in 
the spring. 

The Clivia may be grown from seeds 
— which are very expensive, about 25 
cents each — or from offsets detached 
from the base of a mature plant.

Mail Crisis Solved 




WASHINGTON - The U.S. 
postal service in its first 
report to the nation in 1979 
announced that the new postal 
rates for the country would 
be one dollar for first class 
mail, two dollars for air mail, 
and 50 cents for magazines 
and newspapers. Fourth class 
junk mail would remain un¬ 
changed. 

Elwood Carruthers, the 
postmaster-general, said that 
these small raises would 
guarantee the nation's citi¬ 
zens more efficient service 
and also put the post office on 
a paying basis. 

★ * * 

At a press conference. 
Carruthers told reporters that 
the funds gained by the raises 
would be used to re-equip 
present post offices with the 
latest machinery which would 
speed up the mail by 50 per 
cent. 

“We believe that once the 
new equipment is installed it 
will be possible for a letter 
mailed in New York to reach 
someone in Ohio within the 
same week.” — 

Asked what new equipment 
the postal service would pur¬ 
chase with the money earned 


from the new raises, Car¬ 
ruthers pulled back a curtain 
in the postal service auditor¬ 
ium. 


On display was a stage 
coach and four horses. Sitting 
on top of the stage coach was 
a postman and next to him 
was a man dressed in a 
cowboy suit holding a Rem¬ 
ington rifle. 

“This is our latest post 
office vehicle.” Carruthers 
told the press. “It was 
developed by our own en¬ 
gineers. 

"As you see, in the back of 
the coach is a large area 
where we can carry first 
class mailbags. The top of the 
coach just beyond the driver 
and his guard will be used for 
second, third and fourth class 
mail.”

“What do you intend to do 
with the inside of the coach?” 
A reporter asked. 

“We will use it for passen¬ 
gers wishing to go to the 
same place. We hope the 
revenues from stage coach 
passengers will keep us from 
having a deficit. 

“We've tested this vehicle, 
and by changing horses in 


Philadelphia, Wilmington, and 
Baltimore we found that we 
can deliver a letter from New 
York to Washington in less 
than three days. This is a 48- 
hour improvement over the 
mail service people are get¬ 
ting now.”

“How many oLthem do you 
expect to have in service this 
year, Mr. Postmaster?” 

“We have ordered 2.000 of 
them. Our main problem will 
be to set up stables and 
provide water for the horses. 
We are also working with the 
U.S. Cavalry on safe routes 
for the coaches to avoid 
unfriendly Indian country. 

“In the west we’re hoping 
the army will set up a series 
of forts to assure that our 
stage coaches will get 
through.” 

★ ★ * 

“Mr. Postmaster, that's all 
well and good for first, 
second, third, and fourth class 
mail but what do you intend 
to do about air mail?” 

Carruthers pulled back an¬ 
other curtain. Mounted on a 
horse was a mailman in a 
cowboy hat. On either side nf 
his saddle were two large 
leather mailbags. 


“Gentlemen, this will he 
our new express service. The 
post office on its own has 
developed a new system 
whereby we will load the air 
mail on this horse. 

★ ★ ★ 

"At 50-mile intervals a new 
rider and horse will be 
waiting and the mailbags will 
be tossed to him and he will 
race off at top speed to the 
next rider. 

"With fresh horses and 
ridere we can guarantee that 
a letter mailed in Chicago 
will reach Houston in two and 
a half days.” 

“When do you expect this 
new express service to go into 
effect?” a reporter asked.

“As soon as we train 
enough riders and get de¬ 
livery of our horses. We in 
the postal service feel that we 
have to keep up with the, 
times, and while this new 
sophisticated equipment will 
be expensive, it should pay 
for itself in 10 years. 

’I am certain when the 
people see what they’re get¬ 
ting for their money they will 
not object to the infinitesimal 
increases we have had to 
make on their postage.”

An increase in the cost of 
cattle feed in the United 
States is likely to lead to 
higher prices for beef in the 
Victoria area bjV fall, a 
Victoria meat distributor said. 
Friday. 

Jack Williams, manager of 
Alberta Meat Distributors, 
was commenting in an inter¬ 
view on a prediction by the 
Grocery Products Manufac¬ 
turers of Canada that beef 7 
prices "could be headed for 
an upswing in Canada during 
tl»e second half of 1971." 

Williams explained that 
B.C. prices were "governed 
almost completely by the 
American market" so the 
cost of cattle feed in the U.S. 
woujd affect prices here. 

(lorn Drop 

According to Williams and 
the Grocery Priducts Manu¬ 
facturers. the economies of 
the situation work like this: 

Last year, there was a 15 
per cent reduction in the corn 
crop in the U.S. because of a 
leaf blight. The condition is 


expected to recur this year, 
which will virtually ensure a 
feed shortage, leading to 
higher prices for corn in the 
U.S. 

This in turn wm lead to a 
decline in the number of 
cattle being bred in the U.S. 
and a shortage of beef there. 
As a result. Americans will 
import many more Canadian 
cattle as there is a very low 
tariff when they are sent to 
the U.S. 

Domeittic Hike 

The increased demand for 
Canadian cattle will then lead 
to a hike in domestic prices 
across Canada. 

However, Williams noted 
that before the price in¬ 
creases, there would probably 
be t a period during the 
summer when the ctvsts of 
beef remained s^ady or even 
declined slightly. 

This, he explained, would be 
caused by an increase in the 
supply of cattle in the U.S. 
while ranchers tried to get rid 
of some of the cattle thev 


presently ha ye so they 
wouldn’t have to pay extra 
money to feed them. 

The Grocery Products 
Manufacturers also noted in a 
written releasefthat It ap¬ 
pears prices of all foods are 
rising in supermarkets, and 
this trend is expected to 
continue. 

G. C. E. Steele, president of 
the manufacturers’ group, 
said in the release that price 
levels will be influenced by 
higher coats for raw material 
and labor in producing and 
distributing foodstuffs. A s 
well there will be some 
increases because of seasonal 
factors tie fore this year’s 
crops arrive on the market. 

Restraint End 

The Industry group said 
that it appears more demand 
hy consumers for goods and 
“what seems to he an ending 
of price restraint agreements 
by business with the Prices 
and Incomes Commission," 
will likely combine to "pro¬ 
long a cycle of higher prices."

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The Newborn-Reflexes Rule 
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You and Your Time with Baby Come First 


This is tile last of a two-part series on 
newborn babies, their eare and emotions.

Many new parents, viewing their utterly de¬ 
pendent infant through the hospital nursery window, 
wonder secretly if they’ll be able to assume the par¬ 
ental role with ease 


There, un the other side of 
ihe window is their offspring, 
tiny and wrinkled. His wobbly 
head may he temporarily 
lopsided his eyelids puffy his 
nose button-size and his chin 
receding. 

A bright light makes him 
blink; coughing and sneezing 
clear his respiratory tract.* 
Yawning draws in oxygen. 

In feeding, the infant shows 
the “rooting" rolfex, which 
causes his head to turn 
toward anything that touches 
his cheek, and the sucking 
reflex, which occurs when his 
lips are touched. Swallowing 
and gagging are also reflec¬ 
tive in nature. 

The newborn will briefly 
grasp anything, put in his 
hands. His toes will similarly 
exhibit the grasping or Dar¬ 
winian reflex if they, or his 
feet, are touched. 

Startle Reaction 

A sudden stimulus, such as 
jarring the crib, will bring 
about the “startle'’ reflex, 
during which the baby's legs 
draw up with soles almost 
touching as the arms fly out 
to the sides. 

The child is born with a 
vast and complex system of 
regulatory processes, relfexes 
and controls. 

Realizing all that is present 
in a 7-|>ound bundle of human¬ 


ity, how do you pick it up? 
That, obviously, is the first 
thing new parents learn. 

Pediatrician Dr. David 
Griffin advises new parents: 
"Always:pick the baby up as 
if you knew what you were 
doing. 

‘Display confidence. If you 
don't, the haby will sense 
your unsureness. 

"Don't pick him up as if he 
were an ostrich egg that 
you're about to drop. Grab his 
two ankles firmly with one 
hand; slip your other hand 
under his back and support 
his head. Pick him up gently 
and cradle him against your 
body.’’ 

Feeding Time 

Realizing that the manner 
in which a baby is fed counts 
heavily toward the infant's 
future emotional well-being, 
many new mothers experience 
some anxiety in coping with a 
three or four-hour around-the- 
clock feeding schedule. 

Cleaning, shopping, wash¬ 
ing, ironing and other house¬ 
hold duties still need atten¬ 
tion. Then, if a baby is the 
firstborn, there is company. 
Neighbors drop in; relatives 
visit. 

Griffin is explicit. “You and 
your time w ith the baby come 
first. Hang a sign on your 
door: 'I’m busy now —feeding 
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It's tin awful big iviirbl from baby's view 
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Sue Ellen!” (You’re not being 
rude.) The attention you give 
other people can wait. The 
baby can’t. She needs your 
complete attention, right now. 

‘‘Furthermore, I hope 
you’ve begged, borrowed or 
commandeerd a good - sized 
rocking chair. While feeding 
the baby, you can sit down 
and put your feet up. Take 
the time with Sue Ellen that 
you both deserve. 

7 ‘If you don't breast feed, 
approximate the elements 
that are present in breast 
feeding. You might want to 
lie down on your bed and 
snuggle the baby up to you 
while you’re feeding her 

"If you’re nagged by un¬ 
completed household chores, 
take one you really don’t 
want to do and dump it. Don't 
mop the floor and figure 
that’s what you can quit." 


As further proof of the 
significance of affection, there 
are frightening studies of 
human babies who have been 
deprived of mother love dur¬ 
ing the imjiortant birth to 
three-year-old period. 

None of these babies was 
deliberately isolated from his 
mother by social scientists. 
Such happenstances of isola¬ 
tion or semi-isolation had 
simply occurred in orphan¬ 
ages. w'here the staff was not 
large enough to provide sub¬ 
stitute "mothering." 

I.ittle Love 

In one observation, psychia¬ 
trist Rene Arpad Spitz, a 
specialist in ego development, 
made a study of foundling 
home infants who had good 
food, cleanliness and medical 
care, but little or no love and 
affection. (There were six 


nurses to care for 45 babies.) 

Probably for reasons of 
hygiene, sheets were hung on 
the sides of the infants’ beds. 
Hence, each baby was denied 
the opportunity to observe life 
going on about him. 

At the end of the first year, 
these foundlings began to 
deteriorate. They showed 
great susceptibility to infec¬ 
tion and had a 4iigh mortality 
rate. By the second and third 
year, only two of 26 tested 
could walk at all. Only these 
same two could speak, and 
their vocabulary was limited 
to just a few words. 

A study of 38 adolescents 
tells an even more conclusive 
story. All had been in an 
orphange from the age of 3 
weeks to three years. Similar 
to the babies observed in the 
Spitz study, these babies were 
also starved for affection. 


Sixteen to 18 ye^rs later, 
when these children were 
tested. 21 were deemed to 
have character disorders, 
four were psychotic, four 
were mentally retarded and 
two were psychoneurotic. 

Certainly during tiie first 
few years of life, a baby 
needs a lot of mothering. 

But what does he need front 
his father? Where does father 
fit into the baby’s "security 
fix" during this imitortant 
period? 

In past generations, a 
father's role was more rigidly 
defined by society. He 
assumed the position of 
breadwinner and head of the 
household. The care and 
feeding of the baby were the 
mother’s domain. 

Many of today's fathers, 
however, are interested in 
early knowledge of their 
offspring. They can quite 
handily bottle, burp, change 
and soothe the baby, for 
reasons of need or natural 
affection. 

iiu<r» Rofe 

How does a baby react to 
this hairier, bigger, more 
muscular human who occa¬ 
sionally picks him up and 
hums a tuneful tenor of 
barbershop bass while supply¬ 
ing the orange juice? Certain¬ 
ly, it’s a change, and an 
important one. for the baby 

Later, he’ll learn that dad's 
role is a protective one for 
the whole family, mother 
included. 

Now, however, it is enough 
for the infant to know his 
lather is here present, 
attentive, caring enough to 
hold him once a day. Thus the 
sensory imprint of the father 
is stored in the baby's earliest 
memory. 


Many fathers wonder 
whether ‘their baby can see 
them, and if so. how clearly. 
Griffin explains that a baby’s 
visual' ability, particularly 
during the first month, will be 
in a developmental stage. 

"Young babies focus fuzzily, 
like a TV set needing an 
antenna, and frequently 'lose" 
the object they’re viewing. 
However, some babies, as 
early as three or four weeks, 
can ‘track’ or follow a moving 
object with their eyes." 

It’s' important that father 
lie one of the subjects being 
tracked. 

Certainly the .baby will 
associate other sensory im¬ 
pressions with his father — 
the pitch of his voice, the 
smell of his skin, the feel of 
his hands. 

Distinguish 

Specialists report that, as 
early as the second year of 
life, babies begin to distin¬ 
guish between male and fe¬ 
male. and between masculine 
and feminine roles. Prefer¬ 
ence for one sex role or the 
other begins to emerge early 
in the life of the child — a 
definite preference emerging 
by the third year. 

Griffin recommends that a 
father hold, and if possible, 
feed his baby during the time 
of day when both baby and 
wife need him most. 

"Mind you, I don't say that 
infant feeding should be a 
fifty-fifty proposition between 
husband and wife. 

"When a mother is prepar¬ 
ing dinner, however, she’s 


going to get a low period. If 
tlve father can give a relief 
buttle, even for a breast¬ 
feeding. mother^Jie can ease 
that time for the whole 
family. I’d like the father to 
be involved to that degree 
It’s his chance to feed or hold 
the baby. 

"Babies need to know their 
father; they do discriminate 
They know the difference 
between tlje doctor and their 
own dad if dad has been 
paying attention to the little 
one."

PARIS — More women than 
men suffer from overweight, 
and more obesity is caused by 
worry and anxiety than by too 
much eating. 

This is the conclusion of the 
I n temational (Congress of 
Doctors just held at the 
French seaside town of Deau¬ 
ville. more famous for 
gambling, racing and high 
liv ing than for dieting 

One of France's leading 
dieticians, or "obesitologists" 
as they call themselves, is 
Professor Henri Klotz. Presi¬ 
dent of the “fatties" con¬ 
gress, he said obesity was a 
typical example of psycho¬ 
somatic sickness. Thai means 
the patient’s condition is 
provoked less by a physical 
disorder than by an emotional 
shock or by a state of anxiety 
common in many industrial¬ 
ized societies today. 

Anxiety does not explain 
everything, of course, said 
Klotz. With all obese persons, 
he pointed out, you note three 
accompanying symptoms: 

• A hyper-secretion of 
antii-diuretic hormones caused 
by a nervous condition and 
resulting in the retention of 
water in the hotly. 

• A hyper-secretion of 
cortisone-type hormones. 

• Disturbances i n the 
secretion of insulin which

leuds to the body preferring 
to stock reserves in the form 
Of fat 

“But all these processes," 
said Klotz, are markedly 
aggravated by an emotional 
shock or by nervous tension. 
"A woman can become obese 
lacause she Is unhappy at 
home, or simply because she 
is bored.” 

Unsuitable diet of the 
mother during pregnancy 
often leads to the child 
beginning life with a tendenc y 
towards obesity, said Paris 
medical practitioner Dr Guy 
Grand. For example, if the 
mother eats too much sugar 
and flour substances, the 
newborn baby is' too rich iri 
these elements and its fat 
cells will be multiplied tenfold 
and sometimes a hundred¬ 
fold. The baby is thus a 
potentiailiv stout person from 
birth. 

. For Klotz. no treatment of 
obesity is really effective 
unless it takes into considera¬ 
tion the psychological condi¬ 
tion of Ihe patient. 


He says the .specialist must 
endeavor to create and main¬ 
tain relations of friendly 
confidence and trust with the 
patient. F ji i 1 i n g this, he 
argues, the cure of obesity is 
destined to fail. 

The congress also heard 
that young women are a 
special problem. They often 
develop a protective morbid 
hunger. If they eat too much 
it is because they arc 
consciously or unconsciously 
trying to drive away the male 
whom they are frightened of 
succumbing to. 

A final recommendation 
made at the congress was to 
eat seven times a day. “One 
or two big meals a day make 
you put on weight more than 
five to seven small meals," 
the meeting was told.

Now You Can Admit To Being Lonely 


By JULIE FLINT 

LONDON (AP) — Britain's 
marriage bureaus are making 
great strides, undeterred by 
the permissive society. 

An estimated 1,000 bureaus 
in the country now engage in 
the matchmaking business, 
while columns of political 
journals and fashion maga¬ 
zines bristle with offers of 
introductions "with a view to 
marriage.” * 

Always Busy , 

And although few would 
admit it, many of Britain's 
newlyweds first met between 
the dusty sheets of the card 
Index. 

Heather Jenner, 57-yeur-old 
matriarch of the match-and- 


marry business with 15.000 
knots tied in 30 years, has 
never been so busy. With 
3,000 clients outstanding in 
her London books, she now 
registers 30 to 40 hew appli¬ 
cants weekly. 

While most of these arc in 
their 30s, a surprising number 
are barely out of their teens, 

"In my day, you had to say 
you were having a good 
time," says Miss Jenner. 
"Now you can admit to l>eing 
lonely." 

Drink Then 

Catherine Allen, who runs a 
bureau for the upper and 
middle classes, believes 
today’s youngsters are, if 
anything, too serious. 

"T h e r e's a superficial 
throwing over of convention," 
she says. 


"But then there was in my 
day, too. Then it was drink; 
now it's drugs. When you're 
young you automatically kick 
against the establishment.” 

The major marriage 
brokers stress they are not 
melting |»ts for die left¬ 
overs of humanity." 

"The vast majority of our 
clients are r attractive and 
intelligent men and women 
who join simply because they 
are not meeting the sort of 
person they wish to marry," 
says Ivan Margrave of the 
Town and Country Bureau. 

Less Reservd 

Miss Jenner, who runs nine 
agencies in different parts of 
Britain, notes that most of 
her clients are middle-class 
and professional people. 

"We don't get any factory 
workers,” she says. "On the 


whole they live less reserved 
lives than white collar 
workers.” 

Mrs. Allen agrees. 

"Picking up is quite accept¬ 
able in the lower social 
milieu; the kids meet in the 
dance hall, and their parents 
meet in the pub. But the well- 
bom still frown upon casual 
acquaintances. They are 
hamstrung by the taboos and 
mores of the society in which 
they live." 

Success Rale 

With characteristic realism 
she notes that a mere 12 .per 
cent of her clients are 
successfully matched. 

Others are less conservative 
in their estimates: Miss 
Jenner claims a healthy 75- 
per-cent success rate. 

The most difficult custo¬ 
mers, marriage merchants 


agree, are middle-aged and 
elderly women who have lost 
their husbands, their homes 


and. very often, their friends. 
And altti >ugh all the bureaus 
accept registrations frdm un¬ 


married mothers, they find 
them extremely hard to 
match. Miss * Jenner notes 


that only 15 per cent of her 
male clients are willing to 
meet single mothers.

*nd the tricks that you win are merely the tricks that 
your opponent expected to lose when he made the 
overcali. 

Two notrumps is highly encouraging bul d is not 
forcing. Partner may pass if he has a sub-minimum hand 

2. Double. The prospects of collecting a substantial 
penalty are much better with this hand. You have two 
pixbable trump tricks despite having only two points in 
ihe suit -and your outside strength is not to be ignored 
Furthermore, you have a shortage in your partner's suit, 
which Is usually a <ra>s id enable advantage in defence. 

3. Three spades. A double of two hearts is not likely 
to work out very brilliantly, since you have too much 
strength in your partner's suit. Also, a double might 
stimulate the opponents into getting tngetfter in a minor 
suit, -tyro they may have a very good fit. 

Therefore it is better to make a try for garpe by 
bidding three spades. The jump raise—over an 
overcali—is not forcing and shows a hand of slightly less 
than opening values. 

I Pa**. A double should never he made on this type 
of hand because—when you double an overcali your 
partner is entitled to assume that your hand contains 
reasonable high-card values. Thus, if you doubled two 
hearts and your partner doubled a takeout of three of a 
minor suit, he would be sadly disappointed with your 
hand. 

5. Double. Although you hold only one probable trick 
in hearts, you should get several spade ruffs. Also, the 
fact that you have a singleton in your partner’s suit 
means that your pair might find difficulty in making a 
game. The old axiom: 'Attack on a fit, defend with a 
misfit,' is sound.

The car is then taken 
to the masher and within two 
minutes is neatly flattened 
and loaded onto the trailer.

IN CAMERAS AND HOUSEHOLD NEEDS 
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This year secondary schools in the Cadboro Bay-Gordon Head-Mount Tolmie 
district have an enrolment of well over 2,000 students. In 1915 the figure for 
this same area was FIVE! . . . and to obtain this advanced education the off¬ 
spring of pioneers had to walk four to six miles to the city to attend Victoria 

or Oak Bay High Schools. 


Why, you may ask, choose 1915 
as the year of comparison? 

Partly, I confess, for the purely 
personal reason that I myself was 
a member of that little quintette. 
But secondly — and this is more 
relevant to this glance at the story 
of secondary education in this part 
of Saanich—because 1915 was the 
first year that there was an enrol¬ 
ment of more than ope in any 
single year. 

Impossible now to list all those first 
solitaries, but there seems little doubt that "Long 
Gun” Jack Irvine was the first of them. 

It is now nearly a century since in the mid 
1870s Jack mounted his horse each day at 
Hose bank, the family farm near where McKenzie 
Avenue and Cedar Hill Road now intersect, to 
ride in to the tiny original high school on Yates 
Street. 

True to his name, he always carried with him 
his gun and at day’s end often arrived home with 
a pheasant or two to enrich the family larder. An 
accomplishment to be envied by the youth of 
today! 

And now a jump to the 1900s and Kathleen 
Offerhaus (Mrs. Ray Hallwright) becomes the 
one making the solitary journey. She walked — a 
quiet three and a half miles along a Cedar Hill 
Road then little broken by crossroads. 

However, when she reached that part of the 
road where it ran down the hill east of the 
Protestant Orphanage there was always the spine 
'tingle of possible adventure. Would this be the 
day when a man on horseback would come 
galloping warning, “Clear the road!” 

Over the fence quickly then before a herd of 
cattle came by, driven to the slaughterhouse 
nearby. Or would the gypsies be camped at the 
foot of the hill? A possibility of which Mrs. 
Hall wright now smiles as she says: “We would be 
frightened if they were; disappointed if they were 
not” 

A few years after Kathleen, Roy Irvine, son 
of Jack, also followed the old road in to high 
school but his journey — and that of all pupils 
from Cedar Hill School — was short compared 
with the six miles that lay between Gordon 
Headers ambitious for higher education and 
Victoria High School. 

Fanny Strachan and Evelyn Vantreight seem 
to have been the first from this district to attend 
the high school, both in the first decade of this 
century. Evelyn solved the problem by staying in 
the city during the school week. (After graduation 
Miss Vantreight, or Mrs. McDonnell as she was 
far longer known, taught for decades in city 
schools and thousands of ex-pupils will remember 
her emphasis on moral development. Fanny also 
became a teacher.) 

First to tackle the long walk was Jean 
Dunnett (now Mrs. A1 Bruening of Colorado 
Springs). The historic year was 1912. Today Mrs. 
Bruening credits her ambition to her teacher. 
Miss Marguerite Ozard, this wise woman evi¬ 
dently sensing in the young girl the qualities that 
were to develop into that teacher whose firm 
kindliness exerted an invaluable influence in 
Saanich schools for more than 30 years. 

It was 1915 before Gordon Head School again 
mustered a group to sit for the examinations for 
high school entrance. These took the tests in the 
newly-built Normal School (now Young Building), 
and all passed — despite the distraction, for one 
at least, of the exhilarating sound of bugles from 
the Army Camp at the Willows. 
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Adventurous 
School Days 


This was the first time that Saanich 
examinations had been written so near to home. 
Previously children had had to go by train to 
Sidney and stay for three days at the hotel while 
examinations were written. This must have put 
quite a pressure on country children for whom 
even a trip into Victoria was an unusual event. 

In the autumn five of those who had passed 
started at Victoria High School, by then at its 
present situation. 

Of these, James Turnbull, graduate of Cedar 
Hill School, lived fairly close to the Mount Tol¬ 
mie street car. Edith Dunnett (the late Mrs. Don 
Stewart) found transportation conveniently close 
at hand with next-door neighbor, Mr. Williamson, 
mail carrier for the district. But with mail bags 
to be picked up on the way at both Mount Tolmie 
and Lake Hill post offices Edith had each day to 
be seated in the Williamson buggy before 6 a.m.! 

For the other three, Lottie Watson (Mrs. 
Virgil Lalonde), Rose Townsend (Mrs. William 
Dron) and myself, then Ursula Edwards, our 
fathers oo-operated, a week at a time each, in 
providing morning rides. 

The vehicles in which we rode were decidedly 
varied. During the weeks when Mr. Townsend or 
my father drove us to the Mount Tolmie street 
car we went by horse and buggy, but the two 
farms produced entirely different versions.

The Townsend week saw us in a surrey with a 
fringe on top. In this one girl was seated beside 
Mr. Townsend. The other two sat on a low seat 
facing them, their backs to the heels of the 
Townsend's light and speedy mare, Victoria. 

But when the week came that, lucky for me. 
the ride started at our own bam, while the 
"carriage” with its shiny black surface was, for 
the times, fairly elegant, the mare that drew us 
— dear old Gertie — was an undeniable and 
plodding farm horse. Never could she be hurried, 
no matter how likely it seemed we might miss 
the street car . .. only, of course, we never did, 
for those were the days when motormen seemed 
always able to wait for regular riders and yet 
somehow keep up to their schedules. 

How strange it would look today to see our ill- 
assorted contraption toiling up Gordon Head Road 
hill to wait for Rose to emerge from the thickly 
forested depths of San Juan Avenue. Her home 
then was that same sturdy house that still stands, 
nowadays street-marked 1892, yet only a few 
years earlier their home had been the tents that 
James Townsend had pitched in a clearing among 
the trees on a road then only a survey line. 

Even in 1915 San Juan was still only a soft 
earthen road, its surface criss-crossed by the 
decaying roots of giant aboriginal trees. Recently 
I stood at this same comer and watched a 
municipal road-sweeper vaccuum its trimly- 
curbed surface. Tempus fugits indeed! 

* But in recalling the week when Mr. Watson 
provided the transportation the era does not seem 
so totally lost in antiquity for the Watsons had 
one of the earlier cars in the district Happily 
then the Watson week gave us nearly mother 
luxurious hour of sleep for the Model T was not 
only speedy, it also deposited us right at the 
school. 


As it chanced it was via the Watson Ford that 
we made our first arrival at Victoria High School. 

ActuaLIy it had not been planned that way. 
but in 1915 school registry proceeded in a much 
more haphazard fashion than today. No radio 
existed to issue information as to when and where 
to register. No newspaper pre-publicity either, 
and so old Gertie had us three-quarters of the 
way to the street car before we were stopped by 
the emergence of Mrs. Turnbull (James’ mother) 
waving the newspaper that informed us that first 
year students were to register at 1:30 p.m. (This 
paper would not reach us by mail in Gordon Head 
until some hours later.) 

So about turn and that afternoon Mr. Watson 
undertook the second journey of the day. This 
motor-home arrival was undoubtedly helpful to 
morale as we "country kids” joined the throngs 
from the big schools of the city clustered outside 
the locked doors at each end of the building. How 
well they all seemed to know one another and 
► how isolated we felt. And I even more so when 
' Mr. Howard Russell unlocked the door and let the 
waiting crowd in, sLx at a time, and I, as number 
seven, was separated from my companions. 

This was the start of a separation that, as far 
as classrooms were concerned, was to be 
permanent. But still, somehow, even among that 
maze of corridors so mystifying to purils from a 
small country school, we did manage to find one 
another at the end of the day for the long walk 
home. 

The beginning of the sLx-mile walk was 
discouraging. First Fern wood Hill to be scaled 
and soon after the even lengthier McRae Heights. 
Strange how even today one recalls so vividly 
hew the light autumn dust splurted up between 
the two planks that made up the sidewalk there. 

Once over the top of McRae Hill Gordon 
Head, though still distant, was encouragingly in 
sight And now too there was some hope of a lift 
— though a hope only very occasionally fulfilled. 

Our route lay mainly through farmlands, 
traffic was meagure and I recall but three 
sources of help. One was the aforementioned 
Jade Irvine, now middle-aged. As superintendent 
of roads for Ward 3 he was more freouently than 
most on the highway. But when he unloaded us d 
Rosebank we were still far from home. 

We travelled faster, and farther, when Mr. 
and Mrs. Luke Pither came l>y in their car. They 
took us as far as the farm this businessman ran 
as a hobby, wide fields later owned by Arthur 
Lambrick and now a park 

But really most exciting of all was to be 
picked up by Bob Scott. Although Mr. Scott too 
w'as a middle-aged man his wide-brimmed black 
stetson, wide black moustache and spacing team 
of glossy black horses gave considerable glamor 
to a ride with him. This was a quality enhanced 
hy the legend that when on Sundays he drove to 
do the dignified courting of the times a total of 
four of these black steeds drew his rig. Sad to 
say. despite a lengthy courtship, both partieo to 
it died unwed. 

Since the Scott home was just across the rood 
from the Pithers’, rides with either of these 
benefactors left us all still a good way from 
home. Lottie a mile from Thrums, the stone 
bouse on Barrie Road, Rose equally far from San 
Juan and myself still farther from our farm at 
the corner of Femdale opposite (the then non¬ 
existent) Paul's Terrace. 

As winter came on darkness had often fallen 
before we came within sight of the twinkle of oil- 
lamp and the smell of wood-smoke that foretold 
the warm kitchen awaiting us. 

Since 1916 was the winter of that REALLY 

SNOW whose 70 inches well sumnssed the 
pitiful 55 inches of 1968-69. our first winter 
certainly saw us often glad of these welcoming 
beacons. 

Strangely. I have no memory of the day of 
the first big fall but for Rose Dron the picture is 
clearer. Particularly that road that her father 
dug through the waist-deep snow all the half mile 
from the Gordon Read store on Tv ml a b to fhelr 
home up the seldom-traversed San Juan. No 
mean effort for a man already 66 years old!

VIOLINS MADE BY VICTORIANS

Violin making is an art prac¬ 
tised not only by professionals but 
also by amateurs. There is a Vio¬ 
lin Makers' Association of British 
Columbia with headquarters in 
Vancouver, a membership of about 
35, some of whom reside in Vic¬ 
toria. 

The association was established in 1957, the 
prime movers being George Friess, the Rev. 
George Wright, Don White, the first president, 
and Clarence Cooper. Its aims are to promote, 
develop and keep alive, the art of violin making, 
and to assist in getting a better quality instru¬ 
ment into the hands of students and players. 

Members meet once a month in Vancouver 
and hold annual conventions at which instruments 
are submitted for competition and judging. 

Victoria will be host to the convention this 
year, which will be held in the Newcombe Hall in 
the Museunl on June 12. The public will be invited 
to inspect the instruments on display and to 
attend the judging. 

There are two categories for violins: new 
Instruments made within the last 12 months, and 
older insruments. There are also classifications 
for viola and cello, and possibly for guitars. 

Some of the local members are Regnor Hclin, 
Captain McDonald, Gordon Cummings, Archio 
Shold. Mr. and Mrs. Sutherland, Clarence Cooper, 
Ted Armstrong. The youngest member, Hoss Hill 
of Vancouver, began as a schoolboy and now, at 
age IS, lias made a number of instruments, one of 
which gained first prize in 1969. Another lad 
making his first violin this year is Murray Shold, 
age 15, of 2740 Dewdney. 

To gain more information about the art of 
violin making, I talked with Ted Armstrong, our 
local postman and member of the association. I 
learned that woods used are mostly grown in 
British Columbia. The native Island maple is used 
extensively, also Sitka spruce and spruces from 
the interior of British Columbia, one of the 
preferred being the Engleman spruce that grows 
in the Kootenays. It is said to be as good as 
any European wood, is easy to cut, leaves a 
beautiful sheen after cutting, and has a perfectly 
straight grain. 

Time taken to make an instrument depends 
upon the member’s skill, his experience, and the 
tools he uses — whether power or hand. Some 
American amateurs have designed methods of 
cutting out a whole violin with a set of dies and 
patterns. Traditional, well-known instruments 
have been copied and plans of them made and 


sold by Hills of London, England, and other 
dealers. 

Varnishing the finished instrument is an art 
In itself and each maker has his own opinion as to 
how it should be done. As to wheher it effects the 
tone, that too. is a matter of opinion, for many 
old instruments without any varnish left on them 
still have beautiful tone. Some varnish is made of 
a mixture of bee’s glue and linseed oil, the glue 
being manufactured and used by bees to cement 
their hives together, the linseed oil giving it 
fluidity.

Even the violin bow is more intricate than 
Imagined, usually being made of Permbuco, a 
dense, heavy South American wood. Its length, 
weight, and balance, all have a bearing on how 
well the violin responds. Some makers claim that 
they give their bows a tone, that they tune the 
stick. Bows are standard length within a fraction 
of an inch, the variation being largely due to the 
length of the arm of the player; a woman may 
want a lighter, shorter bow, while a man would 
want a heavier bow for a hard-to-play instrument. 

Each instrumentalist chooses a bow to suit 
his own particular taste and liking. Some of the 
older bow’s made by a Frenchman named Tourte, 
who evolved a method of making superior bows, 
are astronomical in value, ranging into the 
thousands of dollars, which, to some degree, is 
due to sentimental value and rarity. 

The frog, which is generally of ebony, has a 
silver or brass mounting; sometimes it is made 



of ivory, or tortoise shell; some have gold 
mounting, the lapping being done with gold and 
filigree work. 

The horse-hair of the bow has to be long 
enough and on uniform quality. It is bleached to 
improve its appearance, the natural colors being 
usually brown or black. It is fixed in place by 
wedges, not glue. The ends of the hair are served 
and then seared with flame, the knot being fitted 
into a recess chiselled out of the wood, and a 
wooden wedge is fitted over it. The wedge is so 
designed that the thrust and pull of the hair 
causes the wedge to tighten, and it will withstand 
many pounds of thrust and pressure on the 
strings. 

Last but not least, the resin, with which the 
horsehair is rubbed, is a mixture of pine resin 
and linseed oil. In its natural state, the horse-hair 
is somewhat/whorled, and, if examined under a 
microscope, will be seen to have a chain-link 
appearance, with ridges rather like claws; the 
resin sticks in these grooves and, as the bow is 
drawn across the strings of the violin, causes tho 
instrument to sound. With the declining number 
of horses, horse-hair is becoming scarce and 
expensive, and is being replaced by nylon, but tho 
acceptance of this substitute is slow. 

With the increasing amount of leisure tim® 
available,, and the consequent problem of filling 
that time constructively, the average person will 
have to turn to art and handcrafts, such as violin 
making, to reap the inner satisfaction of having 
created something of value. Why not attend tho 
convention on June 12 and see for yourself? 
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For 22 years the Victoria Rid¬ 
ing Academy has been situated on 
Cedar Hill Cross Road, just a 
stone's throw from the roirmg 
greens of the Uplands Golf Club. 
During those years and until fairly 
recently horse and rider knew the 
freedom and beauty of meadows 
and trails throughout the region. 
They had at their disposal some 
1200 acres — all the property 
north of Lansdowne between Cad- 
boro Bay and Gordon Head Roads 
and to thf limits of the Hudson's 
Bay wood!. Under the watchful 
eye of coon and mink they roamed 
the hedgerows and the fields where 
now stand the buildings of the Uni¬ 
versity of Victoria.

The Corleys, Donald and Aileen. who ARE 
the Victoria Riding Academy to a host of people, 
are not looking forward to such a move although 
toy know it to be inevitable. 

Aileen Stewart, bom in Nelson, B.C., later 
lived at Ladysmith. She attended boarding school, 
at The Cliffs in Duncan. In her early 20s. when 
she was living in Victoria, she and a friend. 
Beatrice Ewry-Clayton, who had also been at The 
Cliffs, started a diary farm at Mount Tolmie with 
nine cows. Aileen had been working for a time for 
a diary man. Colin Lawrence, so she bad some 
experience in dairy work. 

Always a keen horsewoman, she was riding a 
thoroughbred she was training in a gymkhana at 
the Willows when she met Donald Carley, who 
was at the time training a string of horses for 
Percy Fox and Horace Beers, then owner of the 
famed Poodle Dog Restaurant. 

Carley came to collect Miss Stewart’s entry 
forms, and » they met. and were subsequently 
married that same year. They recall that it was a 
great three-day gymkhana in that year. 1923. 

Horses were entered from all parts of British 
Columbia and both navy and army were 
represented. Donald Carley rode Guinea Gold and 
Aileen a horse named The Ghost. She says she 
will never forget an incident at this event when 
Col. Aldridge McLean from Vancouver, a splen¬ 
did horseman, was riding his chestnut mare. The 
saddle girth broke and McLean reached back and 
pulled the saddle from under him. held it, and 
fin is bed the race, to the applause of the 
onlookers. "Those were the days of real 
horse men.” says Donald Carley. 

Donald Carley, a captain in the First World 
War. was born in Ireland and had ridden in 
steeplechases in Ireland, England and France and 
there wasn't much he didn't know about horses. 
When stationed at Work Point barracks he 
remarked one day to Victor Best that he would 
like to start a riding school in Victoria. Best 
handed him a cheque for $2,500 and that was the 
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start of the Victoria Riding Academy ‘ He was a 
good fellow — one of the best,” says Don Carley. 

The school was started with nine horses on 
the exhibition grounds at the Willows on 
Richmond Road and where there was once 
stabling for 700 horses there is now a clutter of 
bouses. 

Mrs. Carley kept on with her dairy farm for a 
time after her marriage, but she realized her 
husband would never take much interest in cows 
so she sold them and went in with him at the 
school. Her friend Beatrice returned to her home 
in Courtenay. 

One day wtiile driving Victor Best who 
now lives at Ganges, Carley saw a grey mare out 
at Cblwood. "That’s a hell of a fine horse,” he 
said, and Best bought her, Judy, for $100. 

They entered her in a two-and-a-half mile 
steeplechase at the Willows and she won. Don 
was riding her and expected some pretty stiff 
competition from one Vancouver horse but.

unfortunately for Its rider. It fell and Don knew 
he had the race. He won two other steeplechases 
with Judy, one, in *pite of a fall, against two 
riders who had previously ridden for Bing Crosby. 

The school was at the WiDows for more than 
22 years and then moved to the 10-acre tract on 
Cedar Hill Cross-Road on Sept. 3. 1949. A 
company was formed of 250 members with the 
Car leys as instructors. The land was mostly bush 
so everyone set to with a will and cleared it. 
Buildings were erected, the first, a huge quonset 
hut brought from Montreal, stables 60 horses and 
a newer one accommodates 10. A ring, 80x90 feet, 
was built with volunteer labor. There are now 99 
horses on the property. 35 of which are privately- 
owned. some by children who share the board 
with a friend. 

Many gymkhanas and shows have been held 
at the academy, sometimes as many as five in a 
year. Horses have been entered from all over the 
Island, the province and the U.S. There is always 
a big show in May, children competing on the 
Sunday and the Open Show on the Monday and 
this year was no exception. 

The Carieys recall 90 many names of those 
they have taught. There was Jo Rithet, now Mrs. 
Anson Firth. Betty Bechtel, now Mrs. Whitworth 
Stan bury, the late Joan Lennox. Dr. Gordon 
Kenning, Dr. John Stuart and their star pupil 
Carathers Carpenter and his brother Jim. There 
was Joan Humphreys and her two sisters from 


Hatley Park, Jim and Laura Aud«ur.. Taphne 
Nunns, rvnv Mrs. T. O'Grady. There was Bob 
Shanks w ho won the "touch and out ’ in Portland 
with his mare Chiquita and the live-loot 
performance in Vancouver. 

Dorothy Thompson, an original member, still 
rides at the academy and Ethel Bishop, who was 
Ethel Stewart, rides there. Her daughter Janet, 
and now Janet's three children ride whenever 
they are in Victoria, and they are by no means 
the only third generation the Carley s have 
taught. Trudy Porter is another keen horse¬ 
woman. The late Mrs. Jut-on Fisher boarded two 
horses at the stables until she was 87 and she still 
rode them. She was a well-known horsewoman in 
England and in this country and hunted \\ th the 
Coombes in England. 

George Slings by kept his horses there and at 
one time was president of the academy. His 
father died in the hunting field at the age of S2. 
The Hudson's Bay factor, Sir Ashley Cooper of 
London, always rode at the school when he was in 
Victoria. 

Marjorie Todd and Ron Wakefield were two 
of the promoters who did great work for the 
academy, says Mrs. Carley. "We could not begin 
to mention all the names of our pupils, smiles 
Donald Carley. "After all, we have taught more 
than 12.000 people to ride.” They now have about 
^00 and do most of the instructing themselves, 
assisted by two pupils. 

Kathy Burnham, a pupil who is leaning to 
show horses and doing very well. Janet Bishop 
who rode a jumper. Boundary Bay. hi the May 24 
show, and Elaine Dunn who is nding race horse* 
for the Hesse stables in Vancouver were all busy 
about the stables. Many young people spend their 
spare hours at the academy. They learn to feed, 
groom, clean tack, and watch the horse’s feet 
which must be cleaned out every day without fail. 

Often these pupils go on to the United States 
to get jobs in other stables and some of them 
have outstanding success. 0>e. Judy Man gin, of 
Victoria, is now working in Connecticut* 
riding Max Bonham’s top string of jumpers. She 
rides at Madison Souare Gardens and in the 
Wilmington show in New York, the largest in the 
world. Do Cuppace is teaching riding at Maior K. 
N. ~Wehher's in Saanich and prior to that taught 
at Stanford University stables where there were 
100 horses. She also rode jumpers m the famous 
Jimmy Williams stables in California: and there 
is Elizabeth Oliver who won scores of prizes for 
riding in Connecticut! 

It is not only people that the Carieys 
remember writh affection, of course. There are 
beloved horses who have come and gone over the

Two gunts of statecraft were 
thundenag from opposite sides of 
the House in London: Benjamin 
Disraeli Later Lord Beaconsfield, 
leading the Tory attack on that 
greatest of British Liberals, William 
Ewart Gladstone, then prime 
minister.

•‘Every express from Omineca 
brings accumulative evidence of the 
richness and extent of the great 
Eldorado ..... It now appears to be 
quite beyond all reasonable doubt 
that there is a large extent of 
country drained by the Peace River 
and its numerous tributaries which 
affords rich, shallow diggings ..." 

It was possible, the newspaper 
added, to take $10 or $20 a day, or 
even $40 or $50, without expensive 
equipment, and where every man 
could work his own claim.

Yet overshadowing all else in The 
Colonist editorial opinion was the 
necessity for appreciation of new 
duties and responsibilities which 
would come to the people with the 
entry into confederation in July. 

David W. Higgins, editor of the 
day, was perfectly sincere when he 
urged upon the citizens an attitude 
fitting their new status, their 
graduation from colonist to mem¬ 
bership in the national confeder¬ 
ation. 

“The people of British Columbia 
are now called upon for the first 
time ... to take actual part in the 
administration of public affairs — to 


share in the work and responsibility 
of governing the country'. 

“Not only are they called upon ta 
elect the whole body of legislature 
but to elect those from whose ranks 
the executive branch must be mads 
up. Henceforth the people will make 
and unmake governments.” 

This was intoxicating language. If 
would be unthinkable for the publie 
wish and government policy to be 
divergent in the future as had 
sometimes been the case in the past 
and “the people will no longer have 
occasion to regard with suspicion

In the winter while David 
and I are touring the province 
with our evening film present¬ 
ations, we give slide talks to 
the schools during the day. 
Usually these slide talks are 
arranged in advance. But 
sometimes as for the Lejac In¬ 
dian Residential School on 
Fraser Lake in north central 
B.C., the visit is an impromptu 
one. * 

This winter while driving the 
Yellowhead Highway on the way to 
Fort Fraser, my attention was 
drawn to an imposing double storey 
red brick building on Indian reserv e 
land right on the shores of frozen 
Fraaer Lake and surrounded by 
hundreds of acres of prime farming 
land now covered by its winter 
blanket of snow. 

I learned the school was named 
after Father Jean-Maria le Jacq 
who came to this part of the 
province in 1862. Although only a

brief hour was intended we spent till 
afternoon at Lejac in the company 
of the Oblate Fathers and some 200 
Indian students of all ages who 
came from tiny remote viHages like 
Babine, Tachie, and Takla Landing. 

The students, clean, well dressed 
and out-going came by bus or float 
plane at government expense to 
spend the academic year from 
September to June at Lejac. 

When the school was first opened 
in 1922 Father Allard brought the 
children and staff from the old 
Indian School at Fort St. James by 
sleigh to V andertaoof and then 
completed the journey to Lejac by 
train. In the early days before the 
float plane helped to solve the 
transportation problems of the 
north, some of them returned to 
their homes over 100 miles away 
along the old fur trappers’ trail 
between Fort St James and McLeod 
Lake. 

With the school so well situated 
for farming. I had the romantic 
notion that the Fathers were teach-

ing their charges the practical skills 
of living off the land. They laughed 
at that and assured me that 
nowadays there was no need to 
teach such practical skills and that 
the land had not been farmed since 
1347, although some of the acre .age 
was leased out to neighboring 
farmers. 

They did point out that the bricks 
of the main school building were 
made right on the siti from local 
clay. Present extra curricular ac¬ 
tivities were more up-to-date, like 
Cubs and Scouts, Brownies and 
Guides or the well-known Lejac 
Boys’ Band, who were looking 
forward to travelling throughout the 
province in this centennial year 
playing under the direction of their 
bandmaster. Brother McCormick. 
When I asked them to visit me in 
Victoria, they weren’t sure if the 
busy schedule would give them time. 

Through the quiet discipline and 
busy efficiency of the classrooms. I 
sensed a questioning at least on the 
part of one of the teachers. What 


are we these children fort 

To compenPMi white man in the 
cities? To* work through such a 
curriculum and then send them back 
to the cabins of Babine or Takla 
Landing? To gain employment at 
the mines, sawmills, pulp mills that 
are spreading everywhere in tha 
area? 

I was told that mines wera 
gobbling up the wilderness areas, 
that some were doubling their output 
without more men being hired, that 
in the new mill at Houston the 
sawyer never sees a log; be watchea 
it all on a TV screen. • 

Not only is the curriculum being 
questioned, but the school system 
itself is. Will the government retain 
a place tor religious based schools? 
Or will the students of such school* 
be sent to the public schools for 
integration? What I did know was 
that the Oblate Fathers had tha 
interests of these kids at heart. 

As I photographed Eddie Casimal 
through a hole in a stretched deer 
hide he laughed and apologized for tt 
not being a very good job.

Church Conference a congregation was formed to 
be known as the James Bay Methodist Church, 
and they met in the Kingston Street school. After 
that several meetings were held and a building 
committee was formed with Bros. Powell, 
Spencer, and D. Roper as members. These were 


by chestnut trees, and surrounded 
by landscaped grounds and flower 
beds, in the heart of busy, bustling 
James Bay stands James Bay 
United Church at the corner of 
Michigan and Menzies. Its near¬ 
est neighbors are the provincial 
government's buildings and a res¬ 
taurant. It is a few steps from 
a busy shopping core, and a couple 
of blocks from Beacon Hill Park. 

This neat little structure with its graceful 
good looks, inviting entrance and friendly 
atmosphere, is an oasis in the middle of a 
concrete desert. All around are majestic high- 
rises and ultra modern apartment blocks 
dominating the scene and standing out boldy 
•gainst the skyline. 

These tower above and contrast with trim 
little bungalows with gay colorful gardens and 
drab older type buildings. But these are fast 
disappearing from the scene, and the mellow 
facade is changing rapidly. Every day new’ faces 
appear in James Bay, many of them from far 
•way and the district has taken on a new lease on 
life.' 

But the winds of change that have swept over 
the district have not ruffled the serenity of the 
little church at 511 Michigan. It has stood as a 
miniature Rock of Gibraltar amidst all the bustle 
and the development. It is woven into the very 
Stuff and fabric of the history of the district, and 
Is in integral part of the community. It has been 
a bastion in the district for several generations, 
and its deep roots reach far back into the life of 
the area. Above all it bears the distinction of 
being the only church in James Bay. 

It has stood squarely up to time, and has 
been in continuous operation on the same site 
ever since it was first opened in the last century. 
On May 30. this year, and the days to folloA’, 
mark a major milestone. an£ a huge measure of 
achievement for the members of this church — 
one of Victoria's oldest. This is the anniversary of 
its 80th birthdiy. 

James Bay United Church has a fascinating 
history and a varied career with kits of 
vicissitudes. When it was first opened in May 1891 
It was known as James Bay Methodist Church. 

The nucleus of the churchy was a Sunday 
school held at Kingston Street in the ward 
schoolroom. But the growing population in the 
district at the time showed a crying need for a 
church in the area. It w*as an offspring of the 
Metropolitan Church at Pandora which w’as 
Instrumental in helping it to make a start. The 
moving spirit, and the leader in the venture was 
David Spencer who lived at Birdcage Walk — now 
known as Government Street. He had a family of 
13 children, and that was a small congregation in 
Itself — enough to start a church with. 


appointed to canvas the city for subscriptions to 
the church fund. Soot the money was raised 
towards the purchasing of two lots at a cost of 
$2,500, with the idea of erecting a comfortable but 
inexpensive building upon the lot facing Menzies 
Street. 

It was the intention of the committee to erect 
a larger and more substantial church upon the 
corner lot when the congregation had grown 
sufficiently to warrant it. The building cost about 
$2,500 to erect and the idea was for it to become 
a Sunday school when die larger one was 
completed. It was designed to accommodate a 
little over 300. The architect w’as Thomas Hooper 
and the contractor W. S. Harsh. When completed 
the necessary furnishings authorized for it were 
200 chairs and 100 hymn books, both large and 
small. 

From the Victoria Daily Times of Aug. 29, 
1892, we learn that the “New Church" as It was 
then called was "solemnly dedicated \o>terday 
(Sunday) and formally handed over to the seven 
chosen trustees of the denomination." From the 
records were learn that these were—Messrs. Geo. 
Powell, Chas. Roper, D. T. Ballantyne. D. 
Spencer, James Morrison, G. D. Rojkr. and A. 
Charlton. The minister who took part in the 
proceedings was Rev. E. Robson of New 
Westminster, brother of the late premier, who 
preached the dedication sermon. There were also 
Revs. Wilkinson and Hopkins, returned mission¬ 
aries from Bella Bella. 

The Times went on to say: “Crowded 
congregations gathered at morning and afternoon 
services. Collections were taken up on each 
occasion which was liberally responded to by the 
worshippers. The congregation started out with a 
debt of $4,600. but with cash in hand, collections 
yesterday and promises made will probably be 
reduced to $2,500. The whole of the services were 
heartily enjoyed.” The first minister of the new 
church was Rev. Mr. Morden. During the years 
that followed various social functions were put on 
by the boards of the church with the assistance of 
the ladies. ,, 

These helped the fellowship with the church 
and many times helped the finances. This 

financial condition of the church was always a 
matter of grave concern to those on the 

respective boards. From time to time many 
things were done in an attempt to improve this 
situation. Sometimes the women’s organizations 
would come to the rescue with open purses and 
give most of their funds towards paying the 
interest on the mortgage. As the years rolled by 
the church weathered many a financial storm. 

Back in those bygone days it was a little 

closely knit family church with whole families, 

from elders to toddlers, attending together and 
worshipping together. They all took a lively 
interest in the well-being and the activities of the 
church. Die records are adorned with the names 
of very prominent families of Victoria w ho w’ere 
active members of the church. First there was 
the inimitable Mr. Spencer who was very' fond of 
good music and led the choir for several years. 
His older children were all members of the choir. 
Later when the family moved to their Moss 
Street home they attended Metropolitan Church. 

Although they were greatly missed, by #)en 
the little congregation had swelled with many of 
the younger set, and there was a big Sunday 
school. Next was T. Ballantyne—the first 
superintendent of the Sunday school, along with 
his family. Then there was the Davey family, and 
F. Davey was also a superintendent for many 
year. His sot, the Hon. Chief Justice Davey. who 
now lives in Victoria, also attended the little 
church as a young boy. Then there was the 
Patrick family who lived on Michigan Street. This 
name is well known in the hockey world. 


So in May 1891 by action of the Methodist 
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n>ea there were Mr. Dilwortb—former 
alderman and his family. His son Ira Dilworth 
was former principal of the Victoria High School. 
In later years he moved away and joined the 
Canadian Broadcasting Corporation. He was a 
talented musician, played the pianc, led the 
church choir, and was leader of the women's 
choir. He was a great friend of Emily Carr and 
was instrumental in getting her books published. 
Then there was Justin Gilbert, court stenog¬ 
rapher for more than 50 years, and described by 
those who knew him as a wonderful old gentle¬ 
man." 

He was choir leader for many years, a 
faithful Sunday school teacher, and active in all 
the various church programs. The church organ 
was given in Mr. Gilbert’s memory by church 
members, friends and admirers of the church. 
Another outstanding family in the community is 
the Sehroeder family. The head was Frank 
Schroeder who was made a trustee of the church 
in March 1912. From then on he dedicated his 
talents and his efforts to the work of the church 
and became superintendent of the Sunday school, 
and leader of a group of about 20 Boy Scouts. He 
was active in the church until his death in 1968. 

His five children were all brought up in the 
church and were part of its organization. His 
youngest son, Frank E. Schroeder. took over 
where his father left off and he is now 
superintendent of the Sunday school, leader of the 
junior choir, and financial committee chairman. 
But the most Interesting member of the 
Schroeder clan, and a founding member of the 
church is Mrs. Violet Schroeder. 211 Government 
Street A spry, dapper little lady o? 87 years, Mrs. 
Schroeder has been a member of the church for 
80 long years. She is mentally alert, has an 
excellent memory, and can recall all the little 
details of those bygone days, and can contribute 
towards the church's history. 

Today she reminisces with delight: 

**1 came to Victoria in March when 1 was 
seven years old, and was one of eight of the 
Emery family. Every one of us, even my 
youngest brother John attended the Sunday school 
at Kingston Street. When the litle church was 
constructed we very quickly joined it. Over the 
years it has endeared itself to us, and we have 
been an integral part of it ever since.** 

“I personally have been involved in every 
single phase of the church work. I have sung in 
the choir and taught in the Sunday school.** 

"I have prepared communion, been president 
of the ladies' aid, member of the United Church 
Women’s group, and treasurer erf the Women’s 
Missionary Society. In addition all my children 
have been in the church community from their 
earliest years.” Then she added with a sad note 
“All the old-time members are gone — there are 
dhly two of us left.’* 

Mrs. Schroeder has another distinction in that 
she has lived for the past seven years right 
beside the Emily Carr house. She knew Miss Carr 
very well. This year she entered the Bay's Mad- 
Hatter contest wearing the Emily Carr’s house 
hat designed by Mrs. Wood, the pastor’s wife. 

Last year she was also in the group of James 
Bay United Church Women who won first prize of 
5100 with their hats depicting the old and the new 
of James Bay. 

In 1928 the official board of members of the 
church conveyed to Mr. and Mrs. Schroeder the 
hearty congratulations on their silver wedding 
anniversary. The records read: “It gives us

particular joy because the entire quarter century 
has been spent by both In the active work in our 
church, and one or other connected with every 
branch of our church work. We feel pride in 
having been associated with them so long." They 
extended best wishes on the 50th and on 60th 
anniversaries. 

In June 1925 the church became a member of 
the United Church of Canada, and Justin Gilbert 
was elected to attend the first Presbytery 
meeting on Aug. 30, 1925. with George Scales as 
alternate. By April 1926 the new system of 
government of the United Church was adopted 
and passed by the board. During $ie years many 
renovations and improvements were done to the 
church. These were a new foundation, a cement 
floor in the basement, a cement walk, cement 
steps, a ceiling of the auditorium, repaired a new 
roof, painting and repair work, re-wiring, two 
new automatic furnaces, panelling of the audi¬ 
torium. and lastly a kitchen for the women who 
have helped the community greatly. 

Tbday, txvder the leadership of the Hev. 
Kenneth A. Wood, the pastor, the church is in

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excellent shape spirtually, financially, and 
physically'. Known far and wide as “The Friendly 
Church" it tries to live up to its reputation. The 
general layout of tile building is very inviting. 
First you enter the vestibule where hymn books 
are stored and distributed, the coat racks are 
there, and the guest book for signing. Next you 
enter the small but compact sanctuary with 
seating capacity for 150 comfortably. This runs 
east to west with windows to the west. 

Then there are the choir loft and pulpit which 
are backed by a panelled wall on which a fine 
illuminated cross is hung. This is a memorial to 
Frank Schroeder. 

An interesting feature is a. small seating 
gallery which is at present closed off. Then there 
is a social room or ladies’ parlor on the south 
side with a kitchenette adjoining. 'Diese are usu¬ 
ally used as classrooms. On the east side there 
is a large classroom for the junior activities. The 
spacious basement consists of a lower social hall 
and main kitchen and washrooms with mahogany 
panelling on walls. 

Special teas and suppers are held here, and it 
is used for general social purposes, and as a 
centre for YM-YW for the James Bay ywmgsters. 

Among the many plans for the church's 
future is a well-laid out memorial garden — in 
memory of various outstanding people of the past. 
This is intended to be a rest centre. But bigger 
things are in the offing for the little church. Said 
the Rev. Mr. Wood: . 

“We have conducted an in-depth study on the 
James Bay area and its changing patterns. We 
are now working along with a community 
counselling group, and we are planning a major 
community project. 

"This will take the form of a senior citizens’ 
social centre for the area. Our main theme will 
be emphasis on the life of the large retirement 
population that we have in this area. But younger 
people are coming into the church, and the 
welcome mat is out for everyone regardless of 
age, race or creed. There are no denominational 
barriers, and I do not let any doctrinal straight- 
jackets interfere with the work. My particular 
interest lies in people, the church is not a limiting 
factor. Regarding music. I, personally subscribe 
to the trend in music with guitars etc., but we 
don’t feature them in the church. 

"People are also free to come in and give 
testimonials or messages, but we have no 
displays.’* 

To show their appreciation of the role that 
the church is playing in James Bay and its large 
hearted program several of the senior citizens 
have come forward and are doing volunteer work 
in renovating and in giving the church a face-lift. 
These afe all able-bodied retired people with 
talent and special skills in carpentry, plumbing, 
electricity and cabinetmaking. 

“We have a special interest in these senior 
citizens who live in the neighboring blocks and 
high-rises and the sterility of their suroundingsi 

“We hope to enhance the quality of life for 
them — do somethng to make it moe pleasant.

Political Mystery of 1915 


By JAMES K. NESBITT 

The political sensation of 1915, 
in British Columbia, was the elec¬ 
tion that never was. 

Such an event hod never hap¬ 
pened before, and never since. 
There is still not much informa¬ 
tion was to what was at the bottom 
of it. It's one of the mysteries of 
our history. 

TV fascinating uproar came at the end of the 
1915 session of the legislature. I bad never beard 
of it before, and so I am intrigued, and won’t 
calm down until I can really learn what it was all 
about, what went or. behind the scenes. 

But, before we go into it, let’s look at a few 
of the highlights of that 1915 session. 

The 1914-18 war was on; everyone, in the 
spring of 1915. was optunstic. It would be over by 
the end of 1915. they smd, with a great victory 
for the British Empire. 

There had been a riot at the Weffirerton coal 
mines, and several of the miners were jailed for 
causing disturbances. 

Earty in the session a delegation came to 
Victoria to see Premier Sir Richard McBride, 
pleading the case of tbe jailed men. 

The Cokmfcs* told the story: 

“A strange scene was witnessed in the 
Executive Chamber of tbe Par l i amen t B ui ld i n gs 
that was not without a touch of pathos. 

“The wives and mothers of the imprisoned 
miners of the coal mining districts of the Island 
waited on Premier McBnde, to plead with him 
for clemency. 

"There were about 60 women present in the 
room, and as they laid their pleas before Sir 
Richard, many of toeir eyes were filled with 
tears, while one or two completely broke down in 
making their appeals far their dear ones. 

"Tbe delegation arrived from the north in a 
special train. They attracted considerable atten¬ 
tion on the streets, with them red badges, while a 
number of children, toe sons and daughters of 
three who are now sufferwjg imprisonment for 
participating in toe late disturbances, were driven 
through the city.” 

McBride listened tc toe delegation, and toen 
said: 

It is an easy matter tc blame toe 
government and I nave no wish to shirk any 
blame that properly belongs to roe. 

‘T believe, personally, that the working men 
of this province have the right to strike, and toe 
government of British Cblurr.biE has never 
interfered with this right of industrial labor, but 
while I acknowledge toe right to strike, the law 
compels me to keep order and. if that law is not 
effective there will be chaos. 

• If peace and order oo not obtain, then it is 
the function of the civil po we rs to enforce toe 
Criminal Code. 

“I am confident toat marry of your dear ones 
have committed excesses that they mould not 
have done wider normal conditions. 

"The proposal of your leaders to call a 
g e ne r a l strike unless this g over n ment frees those 
who have been jailed, a strike which might 
Involve todustrial rain in this province, is 
calamitous, but no threat of this kind will deter 
os. neither will it deter tbe minister of justice in 
executing toe laws of tbe land. 

*Tf the power of pardon is to be influenced by 
threats of a general strike, by way of protest a 
precedent would be established that could only 
mean disaster to the civil liberties of the people 
of British Columbia." Sr Richard sa.d he would 
report toe delegation's visit to the federal 
authorities: he used aP his charm, and toe 
delegation went away feeling something would be 
done.

my judgment. I feel that I can serve my province 
by going to Ottawa and London. I shall not 
hesita te to go. and charge tbe expense against tbe 
treasury of this province. 

“If you think I am not entitled to do so. toe 
remedy is in your hri^ds. The people of this 
province can quickly replace me. and if it is their 
choice to do no toey can place my ban. friend 
from Newcastle in the position I now occupy." 

McBride would agree with our premier of 
today, toe Hon. Mr. Bennett, who. when told by 
oppositionists that he and his cabinet ministers 


are roaming the world too much, replies tbit toe 
premier, and the ministers, must get away from 
their Victoria desks to see what's happening on 
the outside. They would only grow narrow¬ 
minded. and parochial, the premier says, if they 
chained themselves to this capital. 

I don't know whether be has a point or not. I 
can never see the value of having British 
Columbia represented at a tropical fish confer¬ 
ence. in. say. Paris, not that any have ever gone 
lo a tropical fish convention, but you know wba: I 
mean. 

No premier in our history has done as much 
travelling as Mr. Bennett, and this also applies to 
his cabinet ministers, who might turn up 
anywhere from Cairo to Hoag Kong, and way 

ports. 1 

McBride was forever warning of the danger* 
of socialism; the socialists were forever saying 
the McBride government was wasting tbe 
resources of this province, handing them over to 
private enterprise. 

That argument is stU going or. in our 

legislature. 

Williams put it this way: “The natural 
resources of this province are being wasted with 
such a prodigal hand, especially in tbe alienation 
of Crown lands, toat we shall be forced to enquirs 
fully into these matters." 

One day Williams astonished tbe House with 
this remark: “I would like to go on record as 
favoring toe popular election of judges, in 
accordance with the practice of the majority of 
toe American states. ' 

Shame! Shame! Shame! 

That was the cry of the Conservatives, who 
said Williams would sell ctit to toe poli tica l 
system of toe United States. 

There you have it — there’s never a sessi<xi 
of our legislature without a great argument about 
the United States, which seems to be the 
predominating factor in Canadian life. 

McBride said be expected nothing concrete 
from the two socialists. In effect be said; "What 
do you expect from pigs but grunts?” 

He took the socialists down a peg or two, in 
this manner: 

‘We on this side of the House have never 
expected any endorsation from the members for 
Nanaimo and Newcastle for our attempts made 
with regard to tbe labor situation in this province. 

‘We knew perfectly well that no matter how 
much we do, we can never expect from the other, 
almost non-existent side of the House anything 
but bitter denunciation and all sorts erf unfair 
criticisms and misPepresenation. 

•T hey would have the people believe toat our 
efforts in any direction have not been genuine, 
and that anything we attempt is done merely as a 
shadow, and not with any intent of it being 
effective. ^ 

‘The government wants this to be a working 
man * country. We claim it to be a land of 
opportunity. 

“There is no section in the world to which the 
worker can come that offers him greater 
prospects than does the province of British 
Columbia. 

"But were are sensible of toe fact toat when 
we invite the worker to come here, we must in 
the same breathe, invite capital to come »Vor« 
otherwise there is no use in having tbe working 
man come here. t 

'There would be absolutely no point in 
inviting the working man, if ue did not at the 
same time invite capital." 

Needless to say, Messrs. Williams and Place 
paid no attention to this. They said McBride was 
merely drawing a red herring across the trail, in 
an effort to keep from the public hi* sell-out to 
capitalism, and abandonment on toe working 
class. 

Williams and Place spoke day after day. 

The C o l o n is t reported a Williams speech: 

“For over two hours tbe provincial legislature 
Hstened to a tale of woe from toe lips of toe 
member of Newcastle. 

"He declared the province is on toe verge of 
bankruptcy, that ruin and desolation have been 
spread throughout the land as a result of a policy 

of mis m a nag ement an tbe part of a government 
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be.called unscrupulous, and that the future of 
British Columbia is one of gloom and despon¬ 
dency. 

•‘The measure of his confidence in the land of 
his adoption is gauged by his declaration that 
about the best thing the people could do would be 
to petition the Imperial Government to appoint an 
administrator 'so that poverty and destruction 
might be relived.’ 

• In striking contrast was the speech of C. E. 
TisdaDe. Conservative. Vancouver. Typical of the 
sentiment of the business community of British 
Columbia, his address breathed a healthy 
optimism, an undiminished confidence in the 
present position and future o' the province, and a 
strong faith that all present difficulties would be 
successfully surmounted." 

There were cries of Shame! Shame! Shame! 
for John Place of Nanaimo when he spoke, as 
reported in The Colonist; 

‘•Perhaps the outstanding feature of his 
address was his attack on F.ussia. the ally of 
Great Britan, and disparagement of the claim 
that the Empire is the champion of liberty and 
freedom. 

"The belief that the Allies in the present war 
are fighting for liberty and freedom, he said, -is 
nothing but a cooked-up moral issue to lay before 
the people who are depended upon to do the 
fighting. 

‘There can be no such things as liberty and 
freedom in the world, as long as the capitalist 
class controls the machinery of production. 

•‘Liberty and freedom are merely haseless 
word? as far as the working class is concerned " 

The 1915 sessi -m ended on a Saturday evening, 
prorogued by Litutenant-Govemor Frank 
Barnard. 

Pri-mier McBride went to his office and 
called in the press. 

IJe announced dissolution of the legislature, 
and an election, the date of which he would set on 
the morrow. 

The Colonist, on its front page, the Sunday 
morning of March 7. 1915, had a large picture of 
McBr.de. and his news: 

"Deeming it imperative in view of a number 
of considerations vitally affect ng the well-being 
of this province — considerations mainly arising 
from the crisis of the war — that the country 
•hould be consulted in respect to the policy which 
the government proposes to meet the situation. I 
haw asked His Honor the leu ten ant-governor for 
a dissolution, and this has graciously been 
granted. 

"This legislature therefore, will be dissolved 
tomorrow." 

The whole province went into political uproar. 
AD partes rushed to open office und get ready 
for the fray. 

Liberal leader Harian Ca-ey Brewster, who 
was not a member of the I-eri^laTure at that 
time, issned a statement: "The legislature has 
been dissolved and a vain attempt wiD be made' 
by the McBride administration to seal a new 
lease of power. 

‘The election, called in panic, is being 
brought on recardless of the fact that the 
government had still a year before its allowed 
time expired. 

"It is for the electArs of the province to 
consider the motives, ard t’>e justification for 
such action on the oart of the government.” 

On Monday. Mar 9 M "^ride. noting the 
House had been dissolved, set the election for 
April 1C*. 

TTie Victoria Time* Liberal, fumed: "The 
premier's excuse, for an appeal to the country is 
patheticaDy lame 

' •'What, are the cue«tions ?ri«ine from the war 
com which the premier desires to consult the 
electors ? 

"Sir PJchard's excuse 5 c not complimentary 
5o fhe intelligence of the public. 

"He has imposed upon their credulity so often 
that he imagines that arvthine he says is 
rwallou-ed in one gulp, as the Berlin public 
•wallcw a fanciful Potsdam bulletin. 

"Having fooled the electors to the top of their 
bent. Sir Richard is tying to fool them once 
again in order that he and his government may 
Inflict a continuation of their maladministration 
upon the province for another four or five years. 

"If the premier had betn frank and candid 
with the public he would have said that he and his 
colleagues considered an election at this time to 
be politically expedient for him. 

‘The people were beginning to find them out, 
end further delay might be fatal.” 

The morning of March 11. McBride threw 
■mother bombshell. He called off the ejection, 
toying it had been postponed.

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There ore a few events, so popular in "the good old days" in Victoria, that 
I would like to see revived. The one that has always been dear to my heart was 
the Gorge Regatta. It is true that, in recent years, attempts have been made to 
include a regatta in the May 24 celebrations, but they were pale imitations of 
the ones we knew around the turn of the century. 


n 
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What made the old Gorge Re¬ 
gattas such a howling success was 
the presence of the bluejackets 
from the five or six ships of the 
Royal Navy stationed at Esqui- 
malt. They were on this station 
on three - year commissions and 
they welcomed any chance for 
relief from the monotony of their 
life aboard ship. 

The regatta provided free-re in for tbeir many- 
sided talents, in particular, their natural bent for 
comedy. They created the most hilarious 
contraptions ever seen on -any waters and in the 
whaler races, they rowed their hearts out for the 
honor of their ships. 

There was also a different spirit in those less 
format events, such as the five and seven-oared 
affluent days. The citizenry got into every’ act 
prepared to relieve our isolation on an island. 
They worked for the love of it and they were 
providing dean, wholesome entertainment for 
their families. 

In those days the Gorge was out in the 
w ilderness. l>ie street car did not reach there and 
many families walked the dusty trails’ from 
Esquiraalt Road to the banks of the Gorge. Those, 
with better incomes lined up in town at the livery 
stables from where express wagons, equipped 
with benches, horses pulled the customers over 
the bumpy Gorge Road to the regatta. 

There was still another class of citizens who 
visited Dan McIntosh’s boathouse in Victoria 
harbor near the existing Black Ball ferry sHp. 
There they hired a rowboat, or a canoe, and 
paddled the three miles to the Gorge. There w ere 
no outboard or inboard gas motors but there 
were steam pinnaces from the navy and a few 
civilians had similar craft, which had long brass 
eight-inch pipes amidships. These provided the 
required draft for the little boilers which drove 
:he laboring engines. 

The regatta was an all-day affair and was 
held on May 24. It seems to me. as I look back, 
that it was always hot and I don't think this can 
be attributed to the fact that, as youngsters, we 
were hot-blooded, and now we find our blood has 
thinned and we feel the cold more easily. Looking 
at old-time pictures one can see all the women 
are shielding themselves from the sun with either 
dainty’ parasols or good old umbrellas. 

Most families had their own spots from which 
to watch the races and comedy. The most favored 
was Curtis Point, which juts out into the 
waterway and commands a view of most of the 
course. There w e r e few homes to block access to 
the Gorge and there were no "No Swimming. 
Waters Polluted” sign. The kids were in and out 
of the water between the everts. 

The Indians were the next big attraction to 
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the navy. There was a great dash to their 11- 
paddle events, es well as the double and single¬ 
paddle. It was a chance for the Indian tribes to 
gather here for their type of revelry and they 
came from Cowichan. Malahat. the Saanich 
reservations and from those on the islands. 

The Songhees tribe held the western side of 
Victoria harbor from Hospital Point to the Point 
Ellice Bridge, and the visiting trities on good 
terms with one another, parked on the beaches 
there. But others wranted to be nearer the scene 
of the regatta and you could fmd colonies of 
natives at scattered points along the banks of the 
Gorge. They were an attraction for the white 
youngsters, who admired the long racing canoes 
set upside down on trestles. The paddlers worked 
continuously on the slick bottoms of their canoes 
removing even the slightest blemish which might 
hinder their headway in a race. They kept oiling 
the surface to cut down resistance. 

The Indians guarded their canoes continu¬ 
ously. Their families camped on the bank, where 
the other canoes, which had transported them, 
here rested. There was a legend that all racing 
canoes, except those which won races, were 
smashed to pieces and new ones built, but this 
was phoney. It was part of the ballyhoo, which 
went along with that type of racing.

By the time the starting gun fired for the 
first race, the Gorge presented a remarkable 
sight. The banks were crowded with people and 
the waters swarmed with craft of all kind. In 
fact, it appeared doubtful if the course could 
be cleared for the races. 

The starting and finishing line was a heavy 
rope stretched from bank to bank and gaily 
decorated wiki flags. The starting barge was a 
scow, on which was mounted a cannon. It was 
fired to start a race. The roar could be beard 
miles away and the cloud of white smoke could 
be seen the length of the course, which rounded 
Deadman's Island, an Indian burial ground off 
the B.C. Forest Products mill. 

I doubt if we will ever again see such 
spectacular races as the Indians staged in those 
days. As many as eight canoes struggled for 
victory in those confined water, especially at the 
turning point at Deadman's Island and off Curtis 
Point. The bronzed, naked bodies of the 11 
paddlers in each canoe, moved in rythyra at 
fantastic speed, and it was a credit to their 
physical condition as they dug their short pointed 
paddles into the water at a phenomenal pace for 
over three miles. 

During a lull in the races, or. the comedy 
events, the spectators could study the various 
craft which were moving about Many of the 
rowboats had awnings, much like, the Surrey writh 
the fringe on top. The men wore either ho wl er s or 
straw hats. In the case of new arrivals from the 
Old Country they sported their school caps. 


The women, with their wasp-like waists, wore 
dresses which swept the ground, provoking a 
dust and large bats, which shielded them from 
the sun. Despite this dress they managed to bop 
into the boats and seat themselves on the 
thwarts. 

It is strange, when we consider the wide 
range of safety devices today, that there were no 
mishaps on the water. People crowded into their 
craft until there was little freeboard. No one wore 
life jackets and pictures show that as many as 19 
people moved about in a single rowboat. They 
were carefree and happy. Maybe the thought 
“The Navy's Here” aided their peace of mind. 

When the Royal Navy locked up the Dockyard 
and the ships departed for “home’ in 1905, die 
spark went out of the regattas. Britain was 
concerned over the buildup of the German Navy 
and decided to concentrate all its strength ia 
home waters. 

The Royal Canadian Navy took over a i 
Esquimalt in 1910. upon the arrival of the cruiser 
Rainbow, but her personnel was so small that 
there was no chance to fill the bole left in the 
regattas when the jolly jack-tars of the Royal 
Navy said their farewells. 

The Gorge was such a delightful w at e r way , 
before the drainage from septic tanks fouled it 
up, that promotors determined to popularize it 
over the summer months and capitalize on it as a 
scene for water sports. 

In 1910. the B.C. Electric Railway bought 75 
acres of treed land on the south side of the 
Gorge, comprising what is now known as 
Kinsmen's Park. A spur line was constructed 
from the main tram tracks on Esquimalt Road on 
to Catherine Street, along Skinner to Craigflower 
Road, then turn on to Tillicum. It made a loop 
opposite the present Gorge Hotel. 

In order to develop traffic on the new Hne, 
B.C. Electric laid out an amusement centre on its 
now property. A Japanese company, headed by a 
man who was always addressed as “Mr. Takata,’* 
obtained a lease on a high piece of land in the 
centre and constructed the finest Japanese 
gardens ever seen in these parts. They imported 
quantities of Japanese shrubs, trees and plants 
and. besides a large tea house, made of bamboo 
and rice paper, they built a number of attractive 
small tea houses in various parts of the 
enclosure. It was an instant success, their 
poached eggs on toast and their apple pie 
attracting large patronage. 

The Japanese also operated a floating 
teahouse near the Gorge beach and from it a 
large, gaily-decorated sampan, made frequent 
trips, with passengers, to Portage Inlet, teas 
being served on the way. 

B.C Electric built a lengthy scenic railway 
which roared and dipped at high speed through 
the forest, providing a hair-raising ride for the 
young Woods. If they wished a further thrill they 
could use the chute-the-chute, where large flat- 
bottomed boats phmged from the SO-foot tower 
into the waters spewing them high and wide. 

A large dance hall, with a barrel roof, and, 
with the sides and ends open so that spectators 
could watch the dancing, was also constructed 
and a well-equipped stage, for theatricals, was 
built on land that had been cleared and levelled. 
Acts from the Pantages Theatre, now the 
McPherson, where the Sullivan and Cbnsidine 
vaudeville shows were presented, made nightly 
appearances. 

This new’ amusement centre opened at an 
opportune time as the city was then in the midst 
of a whirlwind real estate boom and everyone 
was enjoying it. Fortunes, in paper, were made 
over night and the sky was the limit on property 
values. 

The YMCA. which has always fostered 
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camping, saw the advantage of obtaining a 
campsite at the Gorge, just across the slough 
from the amusement centre, on a high bank, 
sloping towards the water. The first camp was 
established in 1910 and I made the camp 
personnel the following year and continued to 
attend it each summer until 1915. when most of 
us enlisted in the army and went overseas. 

We had permanent floorboards and sidewalls 
for our tents, and wooden bunks and flies to 
protect us from any heavy showers. We usually 
took up residence on May 24 and remained under 
canvas until Labor Day. Although the camp was 
out in the country and in heavy forest, it was only 
four miles from town and the street cars were 
used for transportation. 

VA There was no fresh water at the camp, so, 

one of the daily fatigues was getting it from the 
Japanese landing to the storage barrels near the 
cookhouse, where two Chinese cooks prepared our 
meals. The water was transported in a 
cumbersome flat-bottomed boat which had been 
nicknamed “Sloppy Liz". Amidships was a large 
barrel, which, when filled with water at the 
Japanese landing, made the boat unwieldy. When 
some of the pranksters from the camp came 
alongside they purposely caused it to roll over, 
which necessitated extended efforts on the part of 
the water-carriers. 

On Sunday mornings a preacher came out 
from town to get us started uprightly for the 
following week. When the service ended we piled 
Into our canoes and made for the bridge, from 
which we dived and swam through the waterfall, 
a practice which many considered rather risky. 

In those days the two “dead Indians” in the 
centre of the Gorge, spilled the water on two 
aides when the tide was running out. These “dead 
Indians,” were immense rocks, which, according 
to legend, were the bodies of an Indian girl and 
her grandfather, who had been changed into stone 
for some misdemeanor. As a swimmer 
approached the “Indians” he was sucked into the 
vortex and disappeared. Seconds later he would 
reappear in boiling waters, many yards down¬ 
stream and he had probably lost some skin from 
his legs through contact with barnacles on the 
atony Indians. 

This camp became very popular and in 1915. 
file YMCA operated two more for juniors and 
girls, for shorter periods. The juniors were 
located farther up the Gorge just north of 
Craigflower bridge. The girls, who were well 
chaperoned, were on the opposite bank to the 
juniors, just under Craigflower Manor. 

Among the senior campers of this period 
were Wallace MeKefl. George Robinson, Fred 
Wright, Ernie Wright, Steve Cheeseman. Bill 
Plumb, Ernie Crompton. Frank Crompton, Fred 
Harling. Fred Came. Jimmy Stewart. John 
McEwen. Alf Dowell. Gordon Kidney, Bill 
McDiarmid. Nat Collins, Ruskin Riley, Earl 
Dickson, Reg Beckwith. Louie Beckwith. Rollie 
Jones. John Riach, Basil Cameron, Norman 
Si mis ter. Bill Shepherd, Bill Newton, Earl 
Gillingham, Jack Fuller, Ernie Wilderspin, Fred 


Denny. Tom Webster. Stan Young. Nat Harris. 
All Hodges, Billy Aleock, Bill Johnson, Joe 
Ewing. Tommy Pascoe, Art Pascoe, Fletcher 
Elliott, George Elliott, Bill Mann, Harry Watson, 
Fred Pomfret, Archie Wills, Sankey Moody, the 
Peachey brothers, “Peaches and Cream,” and 
TTes Munro. 

Four of these campers. Rollie Janes, Art 
Pascoe and the Elliott brothers, George and 
Fletcher, were killed in action in the First World 
War and others were casualties. Many of them 
have since died but a dozen of them are still 
ambling about in Victoria. 

The YMCA did much to popularize swimming 
at the Gorge and in 1914 the camp started the 
long-distance swim through Victoria, from the 
Causeway to the float at the Gorge bridge. It 
attracted six swimmers, mostly from the camp, 
the first year. 

During the war years this swim was not held 
but when I became sports editor erf The Times in 
1920 I revived it under the title of The Times 
Through-Victoria Swim. It developed into the 
biggest sports attraction in Victoria and was held 
on a Saturday afternoon in the summer when the 
tide was right It produced some tremendous 
races, especially when Audrey Griffin and 
Tommy We 11 bum of Victoria and Johnny 
Cameron, of Vancouver were competing. Two 
other Wellbums. Gracie and Kathy, were entries 
along with Bert Buller, Jack Kinsman, Jack 
Alton, and W. J. Stanyon and R. C. Ross, both of 
whom were over 40. 

This swim was a grueling affair owing to 
the cold water which produced leg cramps, was 
conducted for many years. Billy Davies, the 
former alderman and a prominent sports figure 
here took over from me in the late *20s. He 
was head of the Vancouver Island Athletic As¬ 
sociation. which had built an excellent outdoor 
pool at Curtis Point. He brought some of the top 
United States swimmers here and also convened 
the Pacific Northwest swimming championships. 

To encourage high diving, Billy erected a 100- 
foot tower at Curtis Point and Buck Calder and 
Billy Muir gave spectacular exhibitions from this 
height. During a dive. Muir made a bad entry and 
broke his back and was an invalid for the rest of 
his life. 

Later the Victoria Amateur Swimming Chib, 
which had backing from people like Mr. and Mrs. 
Robert Hibberson. the sterling Well bum family, 
Vincent Dunn and Mrs. McAllister, built a 
cluhhouse and pool at the Gorge, across from the 
site of fiie YMCA senior camp. This club 
produced some good swimmers who won B.C. 
championships, and one diver. Art Stott finished 
third in the British Empire Games at Hamilton in 
1930 and represented Canada at the Olympic 
Games in Los Angeles in 1932. 

At nights the Gorge was alive with decorated 
canoe parades. The presence of the Japanese 
made it easy to use their facilities and decorative 
schemes. The large sampan, filled with passen¬ 
gers and gaily illuminated, led the parades under 
tow of a launch. Behind followed dozens of Peter- 


boro canoes, with lanterns bobbing from their 
bows. 

The Second World War destroyed the 
Japanese influence. The Japanese Gardens were 
tom ansunder by ravaging gardeners. Then, the 
B.C. Electric discarded its street car system and 
the Gorge fell upon evil days, which were aided 
by the fouling of the waters by drainage from the 
septic tanks. 

Then came land development, with sub¬ 
divisions ojiening up the old “Y” senior camp and 
the whole area being swamped with new homes. 
Fortunately, the Kinsmen Chib stepped in to 
resurrect the park itself and create a fine setting 
for the people of the area. The new, substantial 
rock walls lining both sides of the Gorge and the 
new walks and parking areas on the north side 
have provided a new atmosphere. 

When we spent our summers under canvas at 
the Y camp we often talked about cutting a canal 
through from the upper reaches of the Gorge to 
Thetis Cove in Esquimalt harbor. We conducted 
weekend surveys of the area, paddling our canoes 
to the head of the inlet and then portaging across 
the mile of rock to the cove. The canal, we 
argued, would enable the water to circulate. One 
lock would be required as there was a difference 
between th level of the water of the inlet and the 
cove. Every time we launched a campaign to get 
something done the authorities hid behind the 
statement: “We haven't the money.” If this had 
been carried out Years ago just imagine what a 
benefit it would be today. Now there isn't a 
# chance of getting it done. 

One of my fond memories of my life on the 
Gorge happened in 1915 when a woman appeared 
in a one-piece bathing suit, which, at that time, 
was being worn by the famous Australian 
swimmer. Annette KeUerman. 

At the girls' camp was a stanning beauty, 
who was also blessed with a shapely figure. It 
was the practice of the girls to take a dip in the 
evening. They were always fully clad, their only 
uncovered part being their face. They wore frilly 
bonnets, stockings, shoes and voluminous 
bloomers and blouses.

Novel Bristles With Fact

It was the centennial summer of 1967 . . . Cana¬ 
dians were proud of Expo, were shooting off fireworks 
in every direction and burning biffies on the main 
street of a prairie town . but for Czechoslovaks and 
residents of Prague in particular, it was a beginning 
of a tortuous Seven Seasons. 


At the time, and throughout the 
Russian invasion (aided by Warsaw 
Pact stooges), author Peter Forbath 
was East Euorpean bureau chief for 
Time-Life and witnessed the brutal 
facts for himself. 

Forbath’s skill lives in every 
page as he recreates the drama of 
the people, blending so well fact 
with fiction. Based on a major news 
event, a tragic page in the history of 
so-called free men, Forbath has 


Major John Goldsmith, with 
a DSO, an MC, the Medal of 
the Legion d’Honneur and 
three Croix des Guerres to his 
credit, was impelled to write 
Accidental Agent, he says, a 
factual account of his under¬ 
cover work in France during 
the war as an S.O.E. (Special 
Operations Executive), by the 
fact that he simply could never 
reconcile the wild TV and film 
portrayals of spy activities with 
his own personal experiences. 
He wanted to set the record 
straight. 

A British subject, born in Paris 
and speaking fluent French, he had 
thought he might be useful early in 
the conflict, but Army and RAF 
both turned him down for combat ‘ 
duty. They were enlisting only 
younger men. Returning frustrated 
to his peacetfme work of horse 
training — he is famous on the 
British turf — he found it “very 
irritating to be excluded from a 
war!" Secret service jobs had never 
occurred to him. 

But the Powers that Were didn't 
exclude him for long. He was given 
a job handling the new tanks on 
Salisbury Plain, and presently, 
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developed a major novel showing his 
talent to be close to the stature of a 
Leon Uris ... in fact he may well 
be one of the most promising new 
novelists of today. 

Seven Seasons, while a novel, 
bristles with fact . . . some heroic, 
some ugly, but in every way 
interesting. 

From the start of the Dubcek 
battle to replace old-liner Novotny, 
through to realization of social and

abruptly, he was summoned to a 
scruffy, unpretentious address, and 
told that he was wanted for 
intelligence work on the continent, 
and his training would start im¬ 
mediately.

There are code names, 
secret documents, murders, cap¬ 
tures, escapes and suspense. 

However, unlike the established 
procedure of the fiction thrillers, 
this tale doesn't mount in a 
spiralling crescendo to a smash 
finish. Because it isn’t fiction. There 
are, of necessity slow-downs in the

cultural reforms, and on to the 
bitter, bloody end, Forbath treats 
the reader to revolution in all its 
forms. 

Forgetting differences, Czechs 
and Slovaks united as they never 
had before in the face of terror from 
Moscow. The people underwent a 
series of deeply felt changes, first 
freeing themselves from a stem 
dictatorship, then having hopes for a 
better life crushed. 

During the occupation that fol¬ 
lowed the invasion of August, 1968, 
the worst qualities of dictatorship 
were reinstated, as only the most 
fanatic of oppressors operate . . .

intuitive reader will realize the 
deadly boredom which must consti¬ 
tute one of the greatest hazards of 
an agent’s life, when, holed up in 
cramped quarters, awaiting orders 
or perhaps merely lying low until 
the heat is off. a man of action 
begins to feel that he can t stand the 
confinement another moment and 
must venture forth and risk almost 
certain capture. 

Goldsmith survived all this. A 
photograph of him in uniform shows 
a balding man, not young, but with a 
lean, square jaw and i>enotrating. 

Definitely not a 
gentleman an enemy would be 
happy to meet in a dark alley. 

The book is written with au¬ 
thority. color, and no braggadocio 
whatever. It makes excellent read¬ 
ing.

to the occupation. 

If there is a weakness in Sevea 
Seasons, it is the four-letter-word 
malady that seems to have stricken 
many of today’s writers, including 
the best. 

The words, as used by some 
writers are there merely because 
they lack the talent or imagination 
to have their characters say any¬ 
thing else . . . such is obviously not 
the case with Forbath. But if he 
used them to create shock, he 
needn't have bothered, his action is 
wrll paced, his work a treat to read 
... he simply didn’t need the crutch 
of coarseness. 

The ex-Time-Life man is at work 
on another novel, and we.’11 look 
forward to it . . . Seven Seasons has 
whetted the appetite for more 
Forbath.

years, Mrs. Carley’s favorites were Bells. Beggar 
Boy and Chenango who won the lightweight 
hunters at the International Horse Show in 
Vancouver in 193L There was Royal Flax, a 
successful racer, and Gamelin who won the Zone 
V award twice for jumping and who has also 
gone. The oldest horse in the stables is Cinnemox, 
a thoroughbred, and then there is Charmer, a 
prairie horse who has helped train scores of 
riders. 

The greatest horse was Major Turley. Don 
Carley has, he says, made two mistakes in his 
life, and one was selling Major Turley, a racer, to 
J. Clarke on the prairies. Die second was selling 
Tames n to Max Bonham. Both horses had great 
careers. Another great was Terry Tet who won 14 
races and whose portrait hangs in the office. His 
mother, a Dunsmuir horse, was bom at the 
Willows on the day the great Ellen Terry played 
at the Royal and so was named for her.

Later months and years saw several changes 
in our long journey. Die acquiring of bicycles by 
my two comrades broke up the three musketeers, 
a title we then thought brilliantly inventive!) For 
wheels the smooth surface of Shelboume Street 
(opened in late 1916) was welcome. To those of us 
still reliant on shanks mare the wry straightness 
of the new highway seemed to emphasize the 
length of the walk to come. And how unfailingly 
the wind seemed to blow from the north! 

Welcome was the break offered by the 
hospitality of Miss Maude Hunter at her tiny 
store at the northwest comer of Shelboume and 
Cedar Hill Crossroad. Here, though we had no 
more — probably less — than five cents a week 
to spend we were welcome to rest and warm 
ourselves beside her glowing heater. 

Recalling it now. we must sometimes have 
crowded the small store, for by now Kay Dunnett 
(Mrs. Gavin Jack) and Bee Williamson (widely 
known in Gordon Head for her varied community 
work) had also joined the pedestrian voyagers. 

Marjorie Watson (Mrs. C. A. Goodwin) was 
another who commuted between Gordon Head and 
Victoria High School in those days, but she was a 
part of the bicycle brigade so did not contribute 
to the crowding of the Hunter store. Later years 
were to see her too contributing worthily to 
education in classooms in Saanich and Victoria. 

As the years passed high school attendance 
from Gordon Head. Cadboro Bay and Mount 
Tolmie grew steadily. Population too grew — 
though not so fast. 

By 1931 high school registrants from all parts 
of Saanich had grown so numerous that the 
municipality found it necessary to build three 
high schools of its own. Mount Douglas was the 
name chosen for the one that was to serve the 
districts with which this article deals. To reach it 
no student had to walk over three miles and there 
was also now a bus system that could eliminate 
parts of this. 

In 1955 the division of secondary schools into 
junior and senior brought the building of the 


and road building business on the Island. Among 
the Carley’s own horses occupying the roomy 
loose boxes are Shane, a young gelding.

ANSWER TO LAST WEEK'S PUZZLE 
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Road to Kelsey Bay 


More than one writer 
has extolled the virtues 
of the SO-odd miles of 
scenic wonderland link¬ 
ing Campbell River and 
Kelsey Bay, in recent 
years, so we will confine 
ourselves to those fea¬ 
tures overlooked in pre¬ 
vious offerings. 

Suffice it to say. it is a drive well 
worth the making, whether or not 
one is planning to catch the sleek 
Queen of Prince Rupert or her 
smaller sister which shares the 
northern Island’s modem port. 

Campbell River itself is always 
worth a visit, offering several 
attractions of its own, particularly 
on a bright summer afternoon as 
when we visited last August. Once 
on the highway again, heading north, 
the breathtaking panorama begins to 
rapidly unfold, from the silver- 
peaked mountains on the left, to the 
occasional glimpses of the sea on 
the right. 

First major stop of interest 
beside the highway is Crown Zeller- 
bach's Elk Falls Division, which, 
according to an impressive billboard 
of varnished timber, is “an inte¬ 
grated forest products manufactur¬ 
ing plant, employing, 1,100 people. It 
produces bleached and unbleached 
kraft pulp and paper, newsprint and 
lumber. Its newsprint is used by 
newspapers in Canada, the United 
States, and many other countries. 
Lumber from the sawmill is 
marketed in Canada, the U.S. and 
overseas.” 

The attraction of our second stop 
is its deceptive beauty and grim 
history. Thus is the vantage point 
overlooking distant Seymour Nar¬ 
rows, lair of that once-dreaded 
menace to navigation. Ripple Rock. 
“Old Rip,” they called the twin 
peaks which gutted so many stout 
vessels in the tidal rips (which can 
achieve no less than 15 knots) over 
tf 
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the past century. Even though its 
teeth have been pulled, it is a 
foolish boatman who takes the 
narrows for granted, even today. 

Its tragic story is summed up 
admirably by a provincial parks 
branch marker: “treacherous cur¬ 
rents. swirling eddies, and turbulent 
tide-rips still harass vessels, despite 
the blasting away in 1958 of the twin 
peaks of Ripple Rock. Charted in 
1792 by Captain George Vancouver, 
the Narrows has claimed numerous 
ships and lives and is considered by 


many seamen the worst hazard to 
marine navigation on the B.C. 
coast.” 

Our third stop — this time for 
lunch — has nothing of Seymour 
Narrows’ unfortunate history. At 
lovely Roberts Lake, an emerald 
beside the highway, picnic tables 
offer a tempting invitation to 


passersby, who were few and far 
between this day. Our meal was 
disturbed only by the raucous 
chatter of an outboard on the 
otherwise still lake, but such, alas, 
is the concession one must make to 
progress! 

Continuing on our way, we soon 
crossed the Salmon River (for the 
second time) to arrive at Sayward’s 
triple treat: Fran and Glen Dun¬ 
cans’ Link and Pin Logging and 
Pioneer Museum, their unique cafe, 
the Cable Cookhouse, and Hetty 


Frederickson’s Valley of the 
Thousand Faces. 

After coffee in the cookhouse, 
Imaginatively created from 9,000 
lineal feet of logging tables over 
a steel frame, we browsed through 
the Duncans’ museum of old time 
logging equipment, bottles and 
antiques of all descriptions. A 


fascinating hour can be invested 
here. 

Behind the cookhouse, in the 
trees, is Dutch artist Hetty Fred¬ 
erickson’s popular “valley” of “hun¬ 
dreds and hundreds of faces, painted 
on rounds of wood cut from cedar 
logs, varying in size which are set 
about the leafy glade, singly or in 
groups” — to quote a brochure. The 
unusual portraits, of Indians, 
Eskimos and celebrities, have 
gained quite a reputation for the 
outdoors studio in the past six years. 
As the brochure urges: “Be sure to 
visit this exclusive park and may 
you go home with a smile!” 

Miles farther, at the third and 
final Salmon River bridge, if 
memory serves us correctly, is 
another, inconspicuous, valley land¬ 
mark. This is the old gateway 
leading to the long-ago Armishaw 
farm, which has vanished. Beside 
the sleeping river, we noted the 
remains of a foundation, possibly of 
the old farmhouse. 

But it is the inscription on one of 
the gateposts which catches the 
alert traveller’s eye. A tablet 
reveals that the gateway was 
erected to commemorate the golden 
wedding anniversary erf John Ed¬ 
ward and Jane Armishaw, 1893- 
19^3- Below is the intriguing legend: 
“Blessed be they that spare these 
stones; but cursed the be they that 
remove them.” 

Proceeding through the sun- 
bleached valley of fields, we at last 
came to the end of our journey, the 
surprisingly modern community of 
Kelsey Bay. Instead of an old- 
fashioned village, we found new split- 
level homes straddling the hillside to 
the left. The ferry terminal, of 
course, proved to be quite up-to- 
date, as one expects of Mr. 
Bennett’s Dogwood Fleet. 

The view from the parking lot is 
breathtaking, despite a chill wind 
which gusted across the bay. The 
most interesting sight, to us, was 
the breakwater of dead ships, 
reminiscent of Royston and Powell 
River. But the story behind these 
forgotten fighting ladies of the RCN 
must await another telling. 

The road to Kelsey Bay Is one 
which we will not soon forget. 
Perhaps this summer we shall 
return and, hopefully, have more 
time in which to savor the many 
splendors of Salmon River Valley.

Would Fill Dreamer's Need 

(Government 
Lottery 
For Arts? 


Ask any Canadian what he would like as an art 
object and I’ll wager it’s the Queen’s portrait on a 
dollar bill or if possible one of higher denomination. 

The same is true of art 
organizations. They are in 
desperate need of funds to 
carry on their work of 
bringing cultural events to 
Canada and in developing 
Canadian talent. 


Why not lining both groups 
together and satisfy both 
needs acthe same time? 'Hie 
answer could be in a provin¬ 
cial lottery similar to the one 
run in Ontario. The eastern 
province has in fact more 
than we. There is a large 
lottery with top prizes of 
VJfiO.OOO which aids a host of 
organizations from the Strat¬ 
ford Festival to opera and 
ballet and an ail gallery 
lottery with prizes totalling 

jfio.noo. 

Right at this moment there 
are thousands of Canadians 
with stubs in their wallets 
from Irish sweepstake tickets. 


They are unlawful but uni¬ 
versally expected. It's almost 
a parlor game speculating on 
what a person might do if he 
won the Irish. 

As a re|»orter I sat in court 
and watched a man fined $10 
for selling tickets while at the 
conclusion of the hearing 
the judge said "I have every 
sympathy for you. I happen to 
be fond of a bit of a flutter 
myself.” 

Anytime I make a sugges¬ 
tion I get calls saying "Be 
constructive ” So here goes. 
The provincial government 
cultural fund could run a 
province-wide lottery Ixxist 
the capital In the fund thus 
making more money available 
for distribution on a province¬ 
wide basis. This would tie a 
totally fair way of handling 
the receipts. 


Culture Would Grow 


An agency such as the 
cultural fund would lie atwive 
reproach so far as handling 
ticket sales is ^concerned and 
it is a branch of government. 
As the fund grew so disburse¬ 
ments could be enlarged. 

The experience on Van¬ 
couver Ialand shows areas 
outside the metropolitan 
centres want to hear music 
and see theatre. Such a fund 
could subsidize this need. 

Ireland uses its lottery 
profits for hospitals while 
Australia built tbe Sydney 
opera house through lottery 
funds. It is a basic human 
characteristic to gamble. 

Fven folk who don’t know a 
dray horse from a Derby 
winner like to take a chance 
once or twice a year. Lot¬ 
teries can in no way tie 
equated with compulsive 
gambling with its evil side 
effects. There I* no possibility 
of criminal involvement in an 
official provincial lottery.

Kong Was Never Like This

WASHINGTON—King 
Kong, that big, lovable 
gorilla from 1933 came 
back here last week dur¬ 
ing prime time and it 
was quite a shock to see 
the real, beastly Kong 

emerge after nearly 40 
years. 

There’s been a lot of talk 
going around about image¬ 
making, and how television 
can make or brpak a jierson- 
f lit v with a little skillful 

editing here and there. How 
true — and how sad - in 
Kong’s case 

WTOP television, the CBS 
network affiliate here, some¬ 
how managed to get hold of 
about three minutes of foot¬ 
age that the censors had 
sliced from the original ver¬ 
sion before it was released. 

Tl«v ran the whole, uncut, 

ur*r>urgated King Kong 
belBed to be the first 
onnrety. 

Remember King Kong of 
late-late-late show fame? 
That big, dumb beast who 
wrenched the hearts of ani¬ 
mal lovers everywhere. He 
wasn’t really to blame for the 
death and destruction he 
caused. He never really — 
deep down — wanted to hurt 
anybody. He couldn’t help 
what happened. He was an 
unfortunate victim of circum¬ 
stance, taken from his natural 
environment and fighting 
back the only way he knew 
how. And he was in love. 
Love can do nutty things to 
an ajie. 


Such a plan could bring 
nothing but benefit. It fills the 
need of the dreamer who 
wants a big prize, it aids the 
cultural groups without drain¬ 
ing general revenue and it 
builds capital for future de¬ 
velopment of the arts. 

It would be pleasant to 
dream of a time when the 
cultural fund could have a 
staff and enough money to 
send talented Canadians on 
tours to small communities. 

This country is producing 
great talents that need ex¬ 
posure. No matter how good 
an artist is as a musician or 
an actor he needs public 
exposure. The same is true of 
theatre companies. 

A provincial lottery to aid 
the arts could provide a 
painless answer and at the 
same time build a massive 
reserve fund. I^et's hope 
someone will apply to *tnrt 
one and that Premier Bennett 
will let us forge on It's just 
the ticket for tomorrow. 


Big Town Pickup 


At the Tiny Tim show his 
musical director Marvin 
I^wia of New York ran 
through the scores and we 
chatted. He aald ‘This is one 
hell of a pickup band for a 
•small town.” Lewis was called 
away before I could tell him 
he had some of the best from 
the navy band. 

He also had Boyde Hood on 


trumpet Jrom the University 
of Victoria, Lcs Thimmig on 
alto who toured Eastern Eur- 
o|»e with his own jazz group 
for the U.S. state department 
liefore moving here to teach.

• Two enormous, full-face 
closeupa of Kong, in which he 
is slowly and deliiierately 
crunching people within his 
dripping jaws. King Kong eata 
them. 

• Several other shots — 
two or three - in which he is 
slowly and deliberately mash¬ 
ing men under his giant, 
hairy foot. 

• And in still another 
scene, perhaps the most sad¬ 
istic of all, right after Kong 
breaks his chains and escapes 
into New York City, he climbs 
up a many-storey building 
looking for Fay Wray. 

Drop» Girl 

A young girt from within 
one of the apartments sees 
his face through the window 
and screams. He’s confused 
for a second thinking, it’s 
Miss Wray (Fay Wray 
screams a lot during this 
film), reaches into the apart¬ 
ment and plucks the girl out.

Cleared 


LONDON (API — Beatle 
Paul McCartney and his 
American wife. Linda East¬ 
man, overcame legal snags 
and released Friday a long- 
play recording. Ram. that is 
a guaranteed hit. 

Before it even reached the 
record shops, it was assured 
of shooting to the top of the 
British album charts. Ad¬ 
vance sales totalled more 
than 100,000 copies. 

The legal snags McCartney 
and his wife overcame arose 
from their previous recording 
activities in the wake of the 
breakup of the Beatles. 

Northern Songs, the British 
company that claims exclu¬ 
sive rights to Paul's songs, 
and McLen Music of New 
York, which claims American 
rights, are suing him for 
32,049,000 for alleged breach 
of contract. 

Tony Barrow, London 
s(H)kesman for Paul, said 
Northern Songs "saw no point 
in holding up the new album 
and agreed that whom the 
royalties should go to could 
be decided later.” A Northern 
Songs official confirmed this. 

The copyright notation on 
the record label credits copy¬ 
right to Northern Songs, then 
adds: 

"Copyright also claimed by 
McCartney Music Inc.”

Children who cannot be 
included in regular pre-school 
programs because of cerebral 
palsy, muscular dystrophy, 
epilepsy, and behaviour prob- 


station.

years of age and the flute at 
seven. “It can be a release 
for nervous energy, an escai»e 
from an unpleasant situation, 
or simply to just create 
another, beautiful world.”

Jean make their living 
mashing and removing old 
cars — they have cleared 
away more than 5.000 in the 
past six months. 


At first they tried several 
complicated methods of re¬ 
moving and old wrecks hut 
last fall they had a brainwave 
which has produced a simple 
and elflcient method. 


All they have is a trailer 
truck, an old logging donkey, 
and a small liuldozer. 

The pair move into a siie 
where there is sufficient old 
nrs *25 each load* to» fill 
their trailer truck. Tires are 
stripped from me wrecks and 
then St. Jean removes the gas 
tank and seats using the 
bu lldozer blade. A 
minutes with a cutting torch 
frees the engine and rearend 
and the bulldozer drags them 
clear. The car is then taken 
to the masher and within two 
minutes is neatly flattened 
and loaded onto the trailer. 


Tlie men say they can 
make a g<»od living if they 
don’t have to buy the old 
cars. They clear them away 
without charge and sell them 
to iron works in Victoria. 

Starting near Victoria, the 
pair have worked their way 
up the Island, stopping at any 
S|K>t where there are a 
number of old wrecks. 

They say they could keep 
all the old cars on Vancouver 
Island cleared away if they 
had the opixjriunity.

Goose Bay. Quebec. Ottawa. 
Winnipeg. Regina, and Cal¬ 
gary. 

Points will be awarded 
according to net flying time 
over each stage and the over¬ 
all winner’s prize of $50,00(1 
will go to the pilot •with the 
highest points aggregate. 

Traynor said the entries 
contain: single - engined air¬ 
craft, 26; twin-engined. 31;

To allow' the slower planes 
to compete equally, they will 
hr given take-off times hours 
ahead of the faster models 
with a 11 dejmrtures com¬ 
puterized by race officials 
using a formula based on 
engine power, wing area and 
maximum take-off weight.
